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SESSIONS OF THE VIRGINIA ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 



(Note. — Six Conferences were held in Virginia before the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
the United States was organized, and five of them were held within the territory of the Virginia 
Annual Conference. But they were not, strictly speaking, Virginia Annual Conferences. Hence 
these Conferences do not appear among the sessions enumerated below. The Annual Conferences 
proper number their sessions, respectively, from their first meeting after the organization of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church as an independent ecclesiastical body, December, 1784. In con- 
formity with this rule, the sessions of the Virginia Annual Conference are numbered from the 
meeting held at Mason’s, Brunswick County, Virginia, May, 1785. Since then sessions thereof 
have been held in regular succession year after year, within the geographical limits assigned it 
by the General Conference of 1796, except as to the years 1791 and 1841, when changes in the time 
of the year of the meeting of the Conference made it necessary to hold two sessions in each of these 
calendar years, making one hundred and five sessions in one hundred and three years.)

JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS, 1917 



Opening. — The Virginia Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, convened in its one hundred and thirty-fifth annual session at Court 
Street Church, Lynchburg, on Wednesday, November 14, 1917, at 9:20 a. m., 
Bishop E. E. Hoss in the chair, Bishop Collins Denny also being present. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Bishop Denny, including the 
administration of the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper to the members of the 
Conference. 

Organization. — The Secretary of the last Conference, Bernard F. Lips- 
comb, called the roll of clerical and lay members of the Conference, and 
204 clerical and 19 lay members answered to their names. 

B. F. Lipscomb was elected secretary, and J. T. Whitley. F. L. Wells and 
B. M. Beckham, assistant secretaries. 

The bar of the Conference was fixed at the farther edge of the third window 
from the pulpit. 

E. Frank Story, lay-reserve from the Portsmouth and Newport News 
District, was substituted for W. P Gillette, an absent delegate from that 
District. 

Committees Appointed. — A committee of three, consisting of J. C. Reed, 
R. F. Gayle and L. J. Phaup, was appointed to nominate a Committee on 
Admissions and a Committee on Conference Relations. 

R. P. Lumpkin, Geo. E. Booker, and T. McN. Simpson were appointed 
a Committee on Collections. 

On motion of E. H. Rawlings, a Committee on Temperance and Other 
Social Reforms was ordered, said committee to consist of those members 
of the Conference who are members of the Executive Committee 
of the Anti-Saloon League of Virginia; namely, Jas. Cannon, Jr., W. A. 
Christian, R. H. Bennett, S. C. Hatcher, E. T. Dadmun, T. McN. Simpson, 
J. S. Peters, W. H. Vincent and Geo. P Adams. 

The following Committee on Memorials to the General Conference was 
constituted on nomination of the Presiding Elders: R. L. Wingfield, W. R. 
Barksdale, B. T. Candler, Frank Talbott, W. A. Wright, G. I. McAllen, 
J.T. Bosman, H. E. Barrow, A. K. Lambdin, G. H. Clement, S. T. Senter,

Visitors Introduced.— Rev. John A. Rice of St. Louis, Rev.T. N. Ivey, 
Editor of the Christian Advocate (Nashville), Rev. W. W. Hamilton of 
the First Baptist Church, Lynchburg, and Rev. J. W. Moore of the Holston 
Conference, were introduced to the body. 

Memorial Service Ordered. — On motion of James Camion, Jr , the memo- 
rial service for deceased members of the Conference was made the order of 
the day for Saturday next at 12 o’clock. 

Presiding Elders Report.— Minute Question 22, “Are all the preachers 
blameless in their life and official administration?” was called, and the 
following Presiding Elders made report of their work and passed in ex- 
amination of character, namely: R. T. Waterfield, S. J. Brown, J. F. Carey, 
H. C. Pfeiffer, F. B. McSparran, R. H. Potts. G. W. Jones, W. H. Edwards, 
B. F. Lipscomb and W. T. Green. 

More Papers Referred. — J B. Winn offered a paper providing for the 
appointment of a war-work committee, and addressed the Conference upon 
the good work in progress among the soldiers at Camp Lee, after which the 
paper was referred to the Board of Missions. 

J. T. Whitley presented a written statement as to the financial status 
of the Conference Annual, of which he is Editor, and the same was referred 
to the Committee on Publishing Interests. 

Bishop Hoss Invited. — On motion of Geo. E. Booker, the Conference 
requested Bishop Hoss to deliver on Thursday, at noon, his address on 

The Life and Labors of Bishop McKendree.” 
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More Papers Referred. — C E. Blankenship and J. K. Jolliff presented 
papers from the Lynchburg and the Charlottesville District Conferences, 
touching evangelistic work in the mountains of Virginia, and the same were 
referred to the Board of Missions. 

A paper from the Norfolk Preachers’ Meeting on religious work among 
soldiers and sailors was offered, and the same was referred to the Board of 
Missions. 

A paper from the Richmond District Conference, requesting that the 
support of the Conference Orphanage be put on the assessment basis, was 
referred to the Joint Board of Finance. 

Memorials Referred. — Memorials were offered and referred to the 
Committee on Memorials, as follows: 

One relating to rural churches; one concerning the election of delegates 
to the District Conference; and one concerning complaints against pastors. 

A paper requesting the Board of Missions to rescind its action regarding 
the Every Member canvass on mission charges, was referred to that Board. 

Supernumeraries Called. — Minute Question 22, “Are all the preachers 
blameless in their life and official administration?” was again called, and 
the following brethren passed in examination of character, and their names 
were referred to the Committee on Conference Relations for the super- 
numerary relation: John M. Burton, J. E. McCartney, E. L. Pell, E. J.

Anniversaries Ordered. — On motion, it was ordered that the missionary 
anniversary be held tomorrow evening at 8 o’clock, and the Sunday School 
anniversary on Friday evening at the same hour. 

Notices were read, and then the Conference adjourned, after prayer led 
by John Hannon. 

SECOND DAT. 

Thursday, November 15, 1917. 

Conference met at 9:30 o’clock a. m., Bishop Hoss in the chair. De- 
votional exercises were conducted by the Bishop, D. G. C. Butts leading 
the prayer. 

The roll was called, and a number of preachers and lay delegates answered 
to their names. 
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Reserve Delegates Seated. — W. H. Vincent, lay-reserve from the Ports- 
mouth and Newport News District, was substituted for W. P. Gillette, 
absent delegate from that District: also G. N. Reed (Rappahannock Dis- 
trict) for J. E. Marsh: Lee Britt (Portsmouth and Newport News District) 
for J. L. McLemore; and R. M. Cox (Charlottesville District) for D. M. 
Pat tie. 

The minutes of yesterday’s session were read, amended and approved. 
D. T. Merritt was substituted for Geo. E. Booker on the Committee on 
Collections. 

Time to Elect Delegates Appointed. — On motion of R. P. Lumpkin, 
it was ordered that the election of delegates to the General Conference 
be made the order of the day for tomorrow (Friday) at 10:30 o’clock. 

More Visitors Introduced.— Revs. H. A. Brown, W. O. Talbert, and 
J. H. Balthis of the Baltimore Conference, Rev. W. G. Cram of Korea, 
Rev. F. S. Parker, Editor of the Epworth Era, and Rev. A. D. Betts, Presi- 
dent of Paine College, were introduced to the Conference. 

No Reports from Preachers. — On motion of B. F. Lipscomb, it was 
ordered, after some discussion, that, in calling the names of the preachers 
under Minute Question 22, their characters be passed upon, without calling 
for their reports. 

Committee on Memorials: Report No. 1. — J. B. Winn, from the Com- 
mittee on Memorials to the General Conference, submitted Report 
No. 1, the first item of which asked that the election of lay delegates 
to the District Conference be transferred from the Quarterly Conference 
to the Church Conference. After a somewhat protracted discussion 
it was ordered, on motion of James Cannon, Jr., that the further consider- 
ation of the matter be postponed until after the taking of the first 
ballot for delegates to the General Conference to-morrow. 

Dr. Parker Speaks. — Dr. F. S. Parker, General Epworth League Sec- 
retary, addressed the Conference with reference to the work of the League. 

Hall Fund. — B. F. Lipscomb and S. C. Hatcher, Trustees of the Hall 
Fund, submitted a report showing balance in hand of $161.76, and asking 
authority to pay over said sum to the treasurer of the Conference Fund. 
The report was adopted. 

Memorial Referred. — W. W. Royall presented a paper on the granting 
of the rights of the laity to women, which was referred to the Committee 
on Memorials to the General Conference. 

Opening Sermon Tuesday Night.— R. M. Maxey and others offered 
the following paper, which was adopted: 

Whereas, There are more calls for special meetings than there are 
nights in the Conference session; and 

Whereas , most of the ministers of the Conference reach the seat of 
the Conference by Tuesday night; therefore, 

Resolved, that the Committee on Public Worship be and is hereby 
requested to arrange for the opening sermon of the next Conference to be 
preached on Tuesday night. 

Transfers Received. — Minute Question 6, “Who are received by transfer 
from other Conferences?” was called, and the Bishop announced the transfer 
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of James W. Moore, an elder of the Holston Conference, and Wallace li. 
Evans, an elder of the Florida Conference. 

Invitation from Woman’s College— Dr. N. A. Patillo, of the Randolph- 
Macon Woman’s College, invited the Conference to visit the College from 
4 to 6 p. m., tomorrow, and the same was accepted. 

More Visitors. — Revs. G. R. Fringer and G. K. Heydrick of the Balti- 
more Conference, and Rev. R. H. Bennett, Secretary of Ministerial Supply 
and Training, were introduced to the Conference. 

Afternoon Session Ordered. — On motion, it was decided to hold a 
session of the Conference at 3 p. m. today, to hear addresses from repre- 
sentatives of connectional interests. 

Continued in Second Year. — Minute Question 4, “Who are admitted 
into full connection?” was called; and William L. Burks and Richard R. 
Burnett passed in examination of character; but not having appeared 
before the examining committee, were continued in the class of the second 
year. 

At this point, the chairman of the committee having reported that the 
examinations were not yet finished, the call of the class was suspended. 

Bishop Hoss Makes Address. — The order of the day having arrived. 
Bishop Hoss was presented to the Conference in a few pertinent remarks 
by Bishop Denny. The Bishop then proceeded to deliver his address 
upon “ The Life and Labors of William McKendree.” 

Pending the delivery of the address, the hour for adjournment arrived, 
and, on motion, the time was extended. 

Vote of Thanks. — At the conclusion of the address, the Conference 
tendered the Bishop a unanimous vote of thanks. 

Invitation from Y. M. C. A. — An invitation was read from W T . H. W T ranek, 
vice-president of the Lynchburg Young Men’s Christian Association, in- 
viting members of the Conference to make use of the facilities of the Associa- 
tion during their stay in the city. 

And then, after the notices had been given, Dr. Fitzgerald S. Parker 
pronounced the benediction, and the Conference adjourned. 

SECOND DAY. 

Afternoon Session . 

Conference met at 3 p. m., with Bishop Collins Denny in the chair. G. E. 
Booker gave out the hymn “Amazing grace, how sweet the sound, ” which 
was sung, and prayer was offered by S. A. Donahoe. 

The minutes of the morning session were read and approved. 

W. J. Young Presides. — Bishop Denny appointed W. J. Young to preside 
during the remainder of the session. 

President Betts Speaks. — Rev. A. D. Betts, president of Paine College, 
Augusta, Ga., was introduced, and addressed the Conference in explanation 
of the origin, history and needs of that institution for the training of colored 
preachers and teachers. 

At the conclusion of his address the Conference adjourned with the bene- 
diction by George E. Booker. 
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THIRD DAY. 

Friday, November 16, 1917. 

Conference met at 9:30 a. m., Bishop E. E. Hoss in the chair. Devotion- 
al exercises were conducted by J. C. Reed. The minutes of yesterday 
afternoon’s session were read and approved. 

Name Referred. — Minute Question 22 was again called, and under it 
S. W. Day s character was passed, and his name was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations for the superannuate relation. 

Into Full Connection.— Minute Question 4, “ Who are admitted into 
full connection?” was again called, and Edgar W. Davis, Joseph S. Gresham, 
Leon W. Hendrickson, Chas. Lester Salmon, and Chas. T. Harrell, having 
passed in examination of character, and having passed an approved ex- 
amination on the Course of Study, were examined by the Bis: n 

accordance with the Discipline, and were appropriately addressed by him; 
and having made satisfactory responses, were severally admitted into 
full connection. 

Continued in Second Year.— W. H. Fletcher, E. G. Hill, Z. V. Johnston, 
and Bernard S. Via were passed in examination of character, but not having 
completed the Course of Study, were continued in the class of the second 
year. 

Continued in Third Year. Edward M. Higginbotham passed in ex- 
amination of character, but not having stood the required examination was 
continued on trial in the class of the third year. Geo. H. I. Mayo was 
approved by the examining committee, but not by the Committee on Ad- 
missions.. His character was passed and he was continued in this class. 

Traveling Deacons Elected.— Minute Question 10, “What traveling 
preachers are elected deacons?” was called, and Edgar W. Davis and 
Chas. Lester Salmon, having passed the requisite examination and being 
properly recommended, were elected to deacon’s orders. 

Lay Reserves Seated. — M.A. Campbell, lay-reserve from the Richmond 
District, was substituted for L. J. Head, who is absent. Dr. C. T. Womack 
was substituted for E. G. Moseley, lay delegate from the Danville District, 
who is unable to be present. 

Election of Delegates Begun.— The order of the day having arrived, 
the Conference proceeded to elect seven clerical and seven lay delegates to 
the General Conference. 

Absentees Allowed to Vote.— On motion, S. Otto Wright, T. O. Edwards, 
W. H. Grubbs and A. B. Sharpe, who are not at the seat of Conference, 
were granted the privilege of depositing with the Secretary of the Conference 
a sealed ballot for clerical delegates to the General Conference. 

Defective Ballots.— On motion, it was ordered that in said election no 
ballot containing fewer than the requisite number of names shall be counted. 

Tellers and Secretaries Appointed.— On motion of B. F. Lipscomb, 
he following brethren were elected tellers to receive and count the ballots, 
namely: for the clerical vote, W. Aiken Smart and John W.Gee; for the lay 
vote, J. C. Parker and W. W. Vicar. R. M. White and R. H. Marks were 
chosen as assistant secretaries to accompany the tellers and record the vote. 
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More Visitors. — Rev. Stonewall Anderson, Secretary of the General 
Board of Education, Rev. H. H. Sherman of the Baltimore Conference, and 
Rev. Geo. E. Curry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, were introduced 
to the Conference. 

War Work Commended. — William E. Thompson and others offered 
a paper commending the work of the Y. M. C. A. among the soldiers and 
sailors, and pledging the support of the Conference, and the same was adopt- 
ed. (See Appendix III.) 

Memorials Referred. — The following papers were offered and referred 
to the Committee on Memorials to the General Conference: 

One regarding the greater efficiency of the rural church. 

One providing for the election of the lay members of the Annual Con- 
ference Boards by the District Conference. 

One giving to deacons the right to administer the Sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper. 

Memorial Adopted. — The memorial under consideration yesterday, 
giving the Church Conference the right to elect delegates to the District 
Conference, was taken up, and the same was adopted. (See Appendix III.) 

On motion of James Cannon, Jr., further consideration of the report of 
the Committee on Memorials was postponed. 

Board of Missions Reports. — Report No. 1 of the Board of Missions 
was read by W. B. Beauchamp, president, and was adopted. (See Appendix 
III.) 

Lay Activities Report. — T. S. Southgate, chairman of the Board of 
Lay Activities, read the report of that Board, and it was adopted. (See 
Appendix III.) 

Four Lay Delegates Elected. — The result of the first ballot for lay 
delegates to the General Conference was reported as follows: 

Ballots cast, 34; necessary to a choice, 18. H. E. Barrow received 28 
votes, John P. Pettyjohn 26, S. W. Ames 19, T. S. Southgate 18, S. D. Scott 
16, Frank Talbott 16, J. C. Parker 13, C . W. Hardwicke 13, J. T. Catlin 10, 
W. C. Ivey 9, Geo. N. Reed 9, Thomas Whitehead 7, W. W. Vicar 7, W. H. 
Vincent 5, R. E. Blackwell 4, G. W. Mapp 4, J. E. Rogers 3, A. H. Clement, 
G. J. Hunt, S. P. Jones, J. E. Marsh, E. S. Smith, S. H. Short and J. E. 
Scott two each, and M. W. Bruce, C. F. Crowder, Miller Campbell, S. G. 
Scott, S. C. Scott and E. L. Mann, one each. 

H. E. Barrow, John P. Pettyjohn, S. W. Ames and T. S. Southgate were 
declared elected. 

A second ballot was taken for three delegates to complete the lay dele- 
gation, and the tellers retired to ascertain the result. 

Money Raised For War Work. — Bishop Denny spoke on the need of 
religious work among the soldiers, and called for subscriptions to cover 
the amount ($15,000) named as the minimum in the report of the Board of 
Missions adopted this morning.

— Dr. E. B. Crooks, of Randolph-Macon Woman’s 
College, spoke briefly and earnestly on the subject of Food Conservation, 
as a representative of the leaders in promoting economy in the nation. 
At the conclusion of his remarks, the Conference sang with spirit two stanzas 
of “My Country, ’tis of Thee.” 

Supernumeraries and Superannuates. — J. C. Reed, from the Com- 
mittee on Conference Relations, reported, recommending for the super- 
numerary and superannuate relations the following brethren, and the re- 
port was adopted:

Memorials: Report No. 2. — Frank Talbott, from the Committee on 
Memorials to the General Conference, offered Report No. 2 of that com- 
mittee, consisting of twelve sections. On motion, the sections were taken 
up seriatim. 

Adopted. — Section one recommended concurrence in a memorial to 
change paragraph 156 of section seven of the Discipline, so as to authorize 
a traveling deacon to’ administer the Lord’s Supper in the absence of the 
elder, and the recommendation was adopted. 

Adopted. — Section two recommended that the law of the church be so 
changed as to put the election of the lay members of all Boards of the Annual 
Conference in the hands of the District Conference, and that these members 
of the Boards so elected shall be members of the Annual Conference. The 
recommendation was adopted. 

Adopted. — Section three recommended that the General Conference 
give careful consideration to the problem of the Rural Church under present- 
day conditions, and enact such legislation as it may deem wise or nec- 
essary to improve the efficiency of the church in the rural communities. 
The recommendation was adopted. 
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Adopted. — Section four recommended non-concurrence in a memorial 
to ask the General Conference to establish a Rural Church Department 
in connection with the department of Home Missions, or otherwise. After 
remarks by L.G .Crutchfield, the committee’s recommendation was adopted. 

Adopted. — Section five recommended non-concurrence in a memorial 
of E. H. Rowe and J. B. Winn, to ask the General Conference to appoint 
a commission with a view to bringing about a reform in the modem system 
of education. The matter was discussed by E. H. Rowe, and the recom- 
mendation of the committee was adopted. 

Adopted. — Section six recommended non-concurrence in a memorial 
from the Norfolk District Conference with reference to regulating the 
location of churches and parsonages. The recommendation was adopted. 

Rejected. — Section seven recommended non-concurrence in a memorial 
asking that the Discipline be so changed as to make the word “layman,” 
wherever used in the law, to include women, thereby allowing them to sit 
as lay-members of the General, Annual and Quarterly Conferences, and 
to hold office as stewards and trustees. W. W. Royall moved to substitute 
concurrence for non-concurrence. After remarks by W. W. Royall, George 
P. Adams, Frank Talbott and others, the motion of W. W. Royall to concur 
prevailed by a vote of 106 to 59. A motion to reconsider the foregoing 
action was offered by L.G. Crutchfield, and was rejected bya large majority. 

Adopted. — Section eight recommended non-concurrence in a memorial 
of E. H. Powell and C. F. Comer, providing that graduates of our theo- 
logical seminaries may present certificates of graduation instead of passing 
through the courses of study in the Conference. The recommendation 
was adopted. 

Adopted. — Section nine recommended non-concurrence in a memorial 
to authorize an unordained pastor to administer the Lord’s Supper. The 
recommendation was adopted. 

Rejected. — Section ten recommended concurrence in a memorial looking 
to the election of stewards by the Church Conference. The recommen- 
dation of the committee was rejected by the Conference. 

Adopted. — Section eleven recommended concurrence in a memorial of 
W. A. Christian and others to secure the removal of the time limit from 
the pastorate. The recommendation was adopted. 

Pending at Adjournment. — Section twelve recommended concurrence 
in a memorial of James Cannon, Jr., and others, relating to Episcopal 
Districts and the duties of Bishops. After remarks by J. B. Winn and J. 
C. C. Newton, pending the discussion, the Conference adjourned. 

SIXTH DAY. 

Tuesday, November 20, 1917. 

Conference met at 9:30 o’clock this morning, Bishop Collins Denny in 
the chair. Devotional exercises were conducted by Chas. E. Watts. 

The minutes of last night’s session were read, amended and approved. 
Refused to Reconsider. — R. M. Maxey moved to reconsider the action 
of Conference at last night’s session with reference to the removal of the 
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time limit from the pastorate, but the Conference refused to reconsider. 

Two Preachers Located. — Minute Question, “Who are located this 
year?” was called; and James B. Douglas and Hadley V. Clarke were grant- 
ed location at their own request. 

Report on Memorials Resumed. — Report No. 2 of the Committee on 
Memorials to the General Conference, which was pending at adjournment 
last night, was taken up, and section twelve, consisting of five items, was 
read, and on motion was taken up seriatim. It was agreed that, for the 
purposes of discussion on this memorial, each item be considered as a sepa- 
rate subject, and the ten-minutes rule of limitation be applied accordingly. 
Item one was discussed by James Cannon, Jr., and adopted. 

(Bishop Richard G. Waterhouse took the Chair.) 

Item two was discussed by James Cannon, Jr., J. B. Winn, J. C. C. Newton, 
W. A. Christian and E. H. Rowe, and then was adopted. 

(Bishop Denny resumed the Chair.) 

Whole Section Adopted. — Items three, four and five of the report were 
adopted, and then the section as a whole was adopted. (See Appendix III.) 

Missions: Report No. 2. — W. W. Royall read report No. 2 of the Board 
of Missions, and the same was adopted. (See Appendix III.) 

Missions: Report No. 3. — C. E. Blankenship, secretary of the Board 
of Missions, offered Report No. 3 of that Board, requesting the Presiding 
Bishop to appoint Thomas N. Potts Conference Secretary of Missions, 
W. L. Murphy Conference Evangelist, and J. W. Dixon Superintendent 
of the Methodist Institute of Richmond. 

Also, to appoint E. T. Dadmun, E. F. Hall, Otis M. Gilliam and Dumas 
Malone to the work of the Young Men’s Christian Association in the Army. 

Elected Deacon and Elder. — Also, to appoint James Cannon, III., to 
Y. M. C. A. work; and in view of the fact that he has been recommended 
by the General Board of Missions for ordination, and is by the said General 
Board declared to be an approved candidate for missionary work in the 
foreign field, it is recommended that he be elected to deacon’s and elder’s 
orders. The report also contained the nomination of Thos. S. Southgate 
for re-election as Conference Lay Leader. The Conference adopted all 
the recommendations of the report, including the election of James 
Cannon, III., to deacon’s and elder’s orders. (See Appendix III.) 

Conference Lay Leader. — Minute Question 51, “Who is elected Con- 
ference Lay Leader, and what is the report from the Committee on Lay 
Activities?” is answered in part by the above action. Answer: Thos. S. 
Southgate. (For report on Lay Activities see Appendix III.) 

Orphanage Report. — A. B. Sharpe read the report of the Trustees of 
the Virginia Conference Orphanage, and the same was adopted and is as 
follows: (See Appendix III.) 

Rosebud Missionary Society. — Frank Talbott read for information of 
the Conference the annual statement of the Rosebud Missionary Society. 
(See Appendix III.) 

Entertainment Committee Reports. — The report of the Conference 
Committee on Entertainment was read by Frank Talbott for the information 
of Conference. (See Appendix III.) 
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Next Conference at Charlottesville.— Minute Question 52, “Where 
shall the next session of the Conference be held?” was called, and answered 
in accordance of the report of the Conference Committee on Entertainment: 
Charlottesville. 

Virginia Beach Assembly.— D. G. C. Butts, general secretary of the 
Virginia Beach Methodist Assembly, read a statement of the financial 
status of that enterprise, as follows: (See Appendix III.) 

Afternoon Session Ordered.— On motion of W. A. Christian, it was or- 
dered that an afternoon session of Conference be held, beginning at 3 o’clock. 

Nomination Confirmed. — W. J. Twilley, secretary of the Conference 
Board of Church Extension, nominated E. W. Butcher, Sr., as a member 
of that Board in place of Richard B. Davis, deceased, and the Conference 
confirmed the nomination. 

Church Extension Report.— The annual report of the Board of Church 
Extension was then read by W. J. Twilley, and was adopted. (See Appendix 
III.) 

Change in Committee. — J. Callaway Robertson, at his own request, 
was relieved of further service on the Committee of the Second Year, and 
Frank L. Wells was appointed in his place. 

Ferrum Training School.— B. M. Beckham, Principal of the Ferrum 
Training School, addressed the Conference, giving some interesting facts 
and figures concerning the work of that institution. 

Our Mountain Work. — W. J. Craddock also made interesting statements 
about our educational work in the mountain regions of the Conference 
territory. 

Publishing Interests Again.— J. K. Jolliff offered Report No. 2 from 
the Committee on Publishing Interests, recommending the printing of 3,000 
copies of the Conference Annual of 1917. An amendment offered by W. W. 
Lear, to authorize the Editor to print 3,500 copies, if his judgment approve, 
was defeated, and then the report was adopted. (See Appendix III.) 

Bible Society Report. — The report of the Bible Society Board was read 
by W. W. Sawyer, and was adopted, and is as follows: (See Appendix III.) 

Epworth League Report. — James H. Moss read the report of the Ep- 
worth League Board, and it was discussed by M. A. Campbell, after which 
it was adopted. (See Appendix III.) 

Memorials Referred. — J. K. Jolliff presented a memorial to the General 
Conference, with reference to certain quadrennial boards, and it was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Memorials. 

Fred R. Chenault offered a memorial defining certain duties of Pre- 
siding Elders, and it was referred to the Committee on Memorials. 

Characters Passed. — Minute Question 22, “ Are all the preachers blame- 
less in their life and official administration?” was again called; and the 
names of all the preachers in the several Districts were called, one by one 
(excepting those that had been previously called), and their characters 
were passed. 

District Conference Records. — C. T. Thrift offered the report of the 
Committee on District Conference Records, which was adopted, and is 
as follows: (See Appendix III.) 
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Committee Appointment Changed. — C. E. Blankenship and others 
offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved , that the Committee on Admissions be appointed at the 
close of each Conference session, to serve during the ensuing Conference 
year; said committee to consist of one representative from each Presiding 
Elder’s District. 

Resolution Referred. — W. B. Jett and others offered a resolution con- 
cerning the loan of money by the Board of Education to young men entering 
our ministry, and it was referred to the Board of Education. 

After the announcements, and the singing of a hymn, the Conference 
adjourned with the benediction by Bishop Denny. 



SIXTH DAY. 

Afternoon Session. 

Conference assembled at 3 o’clock, Bishop Collins Denny in the chair. 
Devotional exercises were conducted by B. M. Beckham. 

The minutes of the morning session were read, amended and approved. 

Finance: Report No. 2. — W. A. Christian read Report No. 2 from the 
Joint Board of Finance, giving the appropriations made by the Board to 
Conference claimants, and, on motion, it was adopted. (See Appendix III.) 

Night Session Ordered. — On motion of W. A. Christian, it was decided 
tb hold a session of the Conference to-night, beginning at 8 o’clock. 

Report on Education. — James Cannon, Jr., read the report of the Board 
of Education, which was discussed by S. C. Hatcher, R. H. Bennett, W. A. 
Webb, R. E. Blackwell, James Cannon, Jr., and J. C. C. Newton, and then 
adopted. (See Appendix III.) 

Missions: Report No. 4. — C. E. Blankenship offered Report No. 4 from 
the Board of Missions. L. G. Crutchfield offered an amendment, which 
was lost, and then, on motion, the report was adopted. (See Appendix III.) 

Greeting to Baptists. — On motion of S. L. Dumville, the secretary 
of the Conference was instructed to send the following fraternal greeting 
to the Baptist General Association of Virginia, now in session at Roanoke: 

“To the Baptist General Association of Virginia: In this time of inter- 
national conflict, when hearts are being stirred to their depths, when oppor- 
tunities for Christian service are being multiplied, we gladly join in fraternal 
greetings to your body, and wish you God-speed. See Jude, verses 24, 25.” 

Memorials: Report No. 3. — B. T. Candler, from the Committee on Memo- 
rials to the General Conference, presented Report No. 3 of that committee, 
which was adopted without discussion. (See Appendix III.) 

Conference then adjourned, to meet at 8 o’clock. Benediction by Bishop 
Dennv. 

SIXTH DAY. 

Evening Session. 

J. C. Reed Presides. — Conference reassembled at 8 o’clock, with James 
C. Reed in the chair by appointment of the Bishop. Devotional services 
were conducted by Richard Ferguson. 

Announcements From Mission Board.— C. E. Blankenship, Secretary 
of the Board of Missions, gave notice that applications for advance payments 
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on missionary appropriations must be made hereafter to the Secretary 
of the Board, and not to the President. He also stated that the Virginia 
Conference has raised more than a quarter of a million of dollars for Missions 
this year. Responding to this good news, the Conference sang with great 
fervor, “Praise God, from whom all blessings flow.” 

Emory University. — W. Asbury Christian, commissioner of Emory 
University, addressed the Conference with reference to that institution, 
stating that, in spite of adverse conditions, he had secured subscriptions 
amounting to $15,000 during the year. 

Free Will Offering. — With the consent of the Conference, S. C. Hatcher 
took an offering for the relief of John Hannon, A. C. Jordan, McDaniel 
Rucker and L. C. Shearer, who have been placed on the superannuate list 
at this session of the Conference. The subscription amounted to $1,400. 

Temperance Report. — James Cannon, Jr., read an interesting discussion 
of the Temperance situation in the State and country, and then presented 
the report of the Committee on Temperance and Other Social Reforms 
in the shape of a series of resolutions. 

John O. Moss moved to strike out of the report that part which requests 
the appointment of J. Sidney Peters as State Commissioner of Prohibition. 
After some discussion, the motion to strike out was rejected, and the report 
of the committee was adopted, and is as follows: (See Appendix III.) 

At this point the minutes of the afternoon session were read and approved. 

Commissioner Peters Speaks. — On motion of James Cannon, Jr., J. S. 
Peters was invited to address the Conference upon his work as Commissioner 
of Prohibition, which he did in a very impressive amnner. 

Janitor Remembered. — An offering was taken for the janitor of Court 
Street Church, in which the present Conference has been held, and the sum 
realized was $22.80. 

Resolutions of Thanks. — W. W. Royall and John O. Moss offered the 
following resolutions of thanks, which were adopted by a standing vote:

APPENDIX II.— MEMOIRS 



REV. WILLIAM V. TUDOR, D. D. 

BY JAMES R. LAUGHTON. 

William Vanbergan Tudor was bom in Baltimore, Maryland, May 3, 1832. 
He was a son of John and Sarah Tudor. He was converted in boyhood in 
Baltimore, and united with the Church at the age of thirteen. He graduated 
from Dickinson College, Carlisle, Pennsylvania. After graduation he was 
Professor of Languages for several years in the Academy at Alexandria, 
Virginia. He was licensed to preach in 1854 in Alexandria, and was admitted 
on trial into the Baltimore Conference, M. E. Church, in March, 1855. 

Dr. Tudor served Summerfield, Severn, and Loudoun circuits, and Baltimore 
City station. During the War between the States he was pastor in Cam- 
bridge, Maryland. After the war he was pastor, in 1865, of the Independent 
Methodist church in Washington, D. C. The next year this church re- 
entered the Southern Connection by joining the Baltimore Conference of the 
M. E. Church, South. Dr. Tudor was continued as pastor. Dining this 
pastorate the present Mount Vernon Place church was erected. The Official 
Board of Mount Vernon Place has written into its records the church’s appre- 
ciation of his service as its first pastor in those days of peculiar trial : 

“As the father, founder and first pastor of our church, which was for many 
years the only representative of our branch of Methodism in the National 
Capital, and has since become god-mother to some half a dozen strong and 
growing congregations, he wrote into its early history a story of devoted and 
faithful service that will ever stand as a monument to his goodness and great- 
ness. His splendid tact, sound common sense, genial personality, and superb 
leadership in the trying days following the Civil War, did more than all else 
to make Mount Vernon Place church possible.” 

At the laying of the comer-stone of our Representative Church in Wash- 
ington on October 8th last, a copy of the “Christian Advocate” containing 
tributes to the life and memory of Dr. Tudor was among the articles placed 
in the corner-stone. That most impressive and artistic church building in 
our National Capital, representing Southern Methodism, stands as the per- 
fect expression of the work begun by its distinguished founder and first pastor. 

After five years of service in Washington, in 1871 Dr. Tudor was transferred 
to the Louisiana Conference and stationed at Carondelet Street church, New 
Orleans, which was the leading Methodist church of that city. He was pastor 
there for four years. From there he was transferred to St. Louis, where he 
served Centenary church for two quadrenniums, St. John’s church for two 
years, and the St. Louis District for two years as Presiding Elder. 

Dr. Tudor served Immanuel church, Baltimore, for two months. In 1886 
he was transferred to the Virginia Conference and stationed at Granby Street 
church, Norfolk, now Epworth, where he remained four years. He then 
served Broad Street church, Richmond, four years; Cumberland Street 
church, Norfolk, one year; and Centenary church, Richmond, four years. He 
was Presiding Elder of West Richmond District and of Richmond District 
for four years each. He closed his active ministry as pastor of Branch Mem- 
orial and Highland Springs, Richmond. He entered upon the superannuate 
relation in 1908, and spent the remaining years of his useful life in Washington, 
D. C., in the home from which Mrs. Tudor had gone forth as a bride. They 
worshiped in the church of which he was the founder and first pastor. 

On January 5th last, death claimed him after an illness of ten days. His 
last words were an expression of the hope that the Northern and Southern 
branches of Methodism would speedily come together. The funeral was con- 
ducted from the Mount Vernon Place church which he loved so well. The 
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church was draped as a token of affection and esteem. A large congregation 
gathered to pay its tribute of love. His pastor writes: “A ray of sunshine 
found its way into the church and rested upon his flower-covered casket. It 
was symbolic of his life and of his faith.” The service was opened with that 
Christian hymn of triumphant victory: 

“Servant of God, well done! 

Rest from thy loved employ; 

The battle fought, the victory won, 

Enter thy Master’s joy.” 

Dr. Tudor was married September 21, 1871, to Miss Minnesota Morsell of 
Washington, who survives him. Their devotion was beautiful. Their hom® 
life was ideal. Centenary College conferred upon Dr. Tudor the degree of 
D. D. He was a member of two General Conferences, held at Memphis and 
Nashville. 

Sixty-two years a Methodist preacher — fifty-four of them spent in active 
service in the pastorate and presiding eldership! What a stretch of glorious 
opportunities for serving God! Well did Dr. Tudor use those opportunities. 
His was truly a great ministry. His pulpit ability was recognized throughout 
Southern Methodism. Many were the demands upon his time and talents 
for baccalaureate sermons, addresses, camp meetings, and other public 
services. 

Dr. Tudor’s stately bearing made his presence distinguished in any com- 
pany. A young man expressed to me many years ago his impression of him, 
saying, “He looks like a Roman senator.” He was a marked figure as he 
walked the crowded thoroughfares. People often turned to look at him 
and to enquire who he was. 

He conducted himself in the pulpit and on the platform as one born to 
address assemblies. Nature did much for him. His was a sound mind in a 
sound body. Though not above medium height, his figure was sturdy and 
full. He was heavy-shouldered, deep-chested, and erect. His leonine head 
crowned with gray hair, almost white, gave him an impressive appearance. 
His eyes were large, luminous, and very expressive under their shaggy brows. 
His mouth was large, wide, and flexible, with thin, firm lips — the mouth of 
an orator. His forehead was broad and full, his features rugged. His voice 
was heavy, resonant, and under splendid control. It never or rarely tired. 
Not particularly pleasing at the start, it developed a silvery music, ringing 
out frequently m clarion tones. 

Dr. Tudor was an orator by nature and training. In delivery he was ani- 
mated, picturesque, energetic, often highly dramatic, at times torrential, 
always eloquent and effective. Sometimes he would almost lose himself in 
the vehement rush of thought and feeling, rising to the abandon of consum- 
mate passion. He could carry a sustained tension of oratory better than 
almost any speaker I ever heard. The pulpit was his throne of power. He 
maintained it royally. 

Dr. Tudor prepared his discourses with elaborate care. They were ornate. 
He wrote on them a great deal, writing them almost if not entirely in full, and 
memorizing largely. He never used manuscript or notes in speaking. His 
advice to young preachers was to write much. His sermons were finished 
products. Their thought and diction were lofty, at times sublime. His 
handling of rhetoric was the handling of a master. His imagery was vivid, 
often wonderful. He was gifted with a fine imagination which he diligently 
cultivated. In preaching he moved among the sublimities. He was especially 
happy when his flights went out into the eternities. He delighted in the 
great things of the gospel. He loved to preach its great themes. 

His style of preaching appealed to the young. Young men in the literary 
societies used him as a model, imitating his maimer and movements. After 
a sermon that he preached at Randolph-Macon College during my student 
days there, the boys on the campus were enthusiastic over his eloquence, 
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quoting some of the striking passages of his discourse. His style of preaching 
was a style that is disappearing. It belonged to an older school of eloquence 
in Church and State, in the pulpit and on the forum. Its passing is a distinct 
loss. 

Although Dr. Tudor was thoroughly at home before an audience, appearing 
not to experience a tremor of diffidence, he once told me that he never entered 
the pulpit without heartily envying the person on the rear seat. The fearful 
responsibility of preaching the Gospel almost overwhelmed him. Such was 
the child-like simplicity — to those who knew him — of this truly great man 
and preacher. 

This simplicity became more marked with increasing years. Always kind, 
sympathetic, tender, he became more so vrith age. His pastor, Dr. E. K. 
Hardin, writes: 

“The closing years of Dr. Tudor’s life were most beautiful. He grew old 
gracefully, and the graces of the Christian life seemed to us who were con- 
stantly with him to have well-nigh reached perfection in him. How the 
young people loved him! It was a common sight on Sunday after service to 
see him in the center of an admiring group. Ilis almost reverential courtesy 
toward women made other men better. He had the pastor’s instinct and 
showed splendid tactfulness in keeping the highest before others. After a 
pleasant evening socially he would call the assembled company to prayer, and 
then pour out his heart to God in such a way as that the fragrance of his 
prayers will abide in those homes for years to come. 

“This man dwelt in the secret place of the Most High. He abode under 
the shadow of the Almighty. Consequently the influence which went out 
from his life was one that caused men to be conscious of God. Death was 
gain for him, because to him to live was Christ.” 

To Dr. Tudor may well be applied Thackeray’s splendid estimate of one of 
his noblest characters: 

“All the poor, all the humble, all honest folks, all good men who knew him, 
loved that kind-hearted and simple gentleman.” 

Dr. W. W. Royall, of our Conference, wrote in our general organ in regard 
to him: 

“Soon after my return from China 1 served one of his former charges, and 
on meeting him I at once felt the warmth of his kindly heart.” 

Of Dr. Tudor it may truly be said as was said of William the Silent by the 
historian Motley: 

“When he died the little children cried in the streets.” 

While writing this memoir I have felt in a peculiar sense the presence of 
my friend and former pastor. He has seemed with me again. Our relations 
were intimate. He was my father in the Gospel. He regarded me as his 
son in the ministry. I cherish tenderly letters that he wrote me with unfalter- 
ing hand almost to the end of his life. 

“I cannot feel that thou art far, 
l Since near at need the angels are; 

And when the sunset gates unbar 
Shall I not see thee waiting stand, 

And, white against the evening star, 

The welcome of thy beckoning hand?” 

Farewell, dear friend and counselor of my youth, until we embrace on the 
Strand Celestial in the Life Everlasting.

His soul is found in peace. 

Soldier of Christ, well done!

William Henry Camper was born at Fincastle, Botetourt County, Virginia, 
July 18th, 1836. His parents were John Camper and Mary Jane, his wife. 
In response to the call of God, he passed to the spirit w orld on January 29th, 
1917, in the 81st year of his age. 

Brother Camper w 7 as reared in a Christian home, and under wholesome 
religious influences. The impressions thus received led him early in life to 
accept Christ as his Savior, and later on in response to the Divine call to dedi- 
cate himself to the work of the ministry. He joined the Virginia Conference 
in 1859, at the session held in Lynchburg. Of those who were then members 
only six remain to-day. He was true to his calling, serving his church with 
fidelity and success. On the charges to which he was assigned he was always 
acceptable, and highly appreciated in his pulpit ministrations and in his work 
as pastor. After a few years, however, he developed a disease of the throat, 
which seriously affected his vocal organs, and made it necessary for him to 
discontinue active work in the ministry. He was given a supernumerary rela- 
tion to the Conference, and in this relation he continued till his death. 

As a preacher Brother Camper was logical, forceful, and clear. He sought 
to present the gospel in its purity and simplicity. He loved the methods and 
forms of worship familiar to the Methodists in former days, and was slow to 
accept any departure therefrom. As a citizen he was honored and respected. 
For forty years he was a member of the public school board in Orange, and 
rendered valuable service in developing and improving the system of public 
instruction in his county. He was a man of strong convictions; frank, candid, 
earnest; of inflexible integrity and unswerving loyalty to what he conceived to 
be the right. 

Brother Camper was blessed w ith a pious, cultured, and consecrated wife, 
formerly Miss Mary C. Jerdone, of Orange, Va., to whom he was married 
Dec. 18, 1866. She still survives him; also one brother, N. L. Camper, of 
Richmond, Va.; five sons, four daughters, and quite a number of grand- 
children. In the home life of our brother, the virtues and beauties of our 
holy religion were exemplified. The children were trained in the nurture and 
admonition of the Lord, and are consistent and faithful members of the 
Methodist Church. 

With an untarnished record, and in the enjoyment of the full confidence and 
esteem of his numerous friends and neighbors, he obeyed the summons, and 
doubtless found a welcome awaiting him on the bright and eternal shore. His 
funeral was conducted by the writer, assisted by Rev. Otis M. Clarke, pastor 
of Orange circuit, at the Methodist church in Orange, where he had long wor- 
shipped and served as Sunday school superintendent. A large concourse of 
people attended the services. Loving hands laid to rest his mortal remains in 
the quiet cemetery at Orange, there to await the call of the resurrection morn.

Rev. William R. Crowder, son of Rev. Giles N. and Ann Lewis Crowder, 
was born in Halifax county, Virginia, November 11, 1847. His father was a 
local preacher of note and of great usefulness. His mother was a woman of 
unusual intellectual endowments, and was noted for her deep piety. She 
was a direct descendant of the House of Spencer, of England. 

It was but natural that such parents should train their children “in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord.” As the result of such training their 
son, William R. Crowder, was converted early in life. He enlisted as a soldier 
in the army of the Confederate States before he was seventeen years of age 
and joined Wright’s Battery. His first service was in front of Petersburg. 
Those were days that tried men’s souls. The stripling lad of seventeen 
stood the test. Here in discharge of his duty he received a wound the ill 
effects of which he felt the rest of his life. 

At the closie of the Civil War he entered into secular business, in which he 
continued eighteen years. It was during this period that he heard the call of 
the Holy Spirit, to undertake the high vocation of a minister of the gospel. 
After a desperate struggle he surrendered his will to God’s will, and said, 
“Here am I, send me.” He was admitted on trial into the Virginia Con- 
ference November 15, 1883, and was assigned to Patrick circuit, where he 
remained two years. He was ordained deacon November 16, 1885, at Peters- 
burg, by Bishop John C. Keener, and was appointed to Pittsylvania circuit, 
where he continued two years. At Danville, November 20, 1887, he was 
ordained elder by Bishop Joseph S. Key. Thereafter he served the following 
charges in the order named: Cascade, Cumberland, Eastville and Cobb’s 
Island, Franktown, Capeville, Onancock, East Norfolk, Denby Station, 
Keller, South Norfolk, Gloucester, Shackelford’s, Hanover, Pocomoke, and 
Capeville again, making a continuous pastorate of thirty years. 

Ill health compelled him in 1914 to ask for the superannuate relation. The 
stalwart frame had yielded to the inroads of disease until he became an almost 
helpless cripple. He retired to Gloucester county, ejecting to spend there 
the remainder of his days; but a few months before his death he went to the 
home of his son-in-law, Andrew S. Martin, in Norfolk county, where, sur- 
rounded by his loved ones, on the 30th of January, 1917, he quietly passed to 
his eternal reward. 

Brother Crowder was a very modest man and of a retiring nature. It was 
partly on this account that he was not well known by many of his brethren. 
He was a man of genuine worth, with excellent preaching ability. He had a 
pleasing and imposing presence in the pulpit. With great care he prepared 
the gospel message. The thought was clear, the language chaste, the de- 
livery pleasing and impressive. Without fear he declared the whole counsel 
of God, and always preached the truth in love. No wonder that his ministry 
was blessed to the edification of the church and the salvation of sinners. 

The writer came into close relation with Brother Crowder during the long 
and painful illness of his son Giles, that resulted in death, at the residence of 
his son-in-law, O. S. Engledove, in Lynchburg. Though his great heart of 
love was sorely tried, he murmured not, but realizing that God gave and God 
had taken away, he acquiesced in God’s will as his will. Nor did he murmur 
when laid aside from the active work of the ministry. Knowing that his work 
was done, he suffered his infirmities with patience and submission, and quietly 
awaited the Master’s call to enter into rest. 

On the 28th of October, 1868, Brother Crowder was united in marriage with 
Mrs. Victoria Adelaide Moore Taylor, and of this union five daughters and 
two sons were bom: Mrs. William Upshur, of Cheriton, Va.; Mrs. O. S. 

Engledove, of Lynchburg, Va.; Mrs. A. S. Martin, of Norfolk, Va.; Mrs. A. 
W. Clopton, of Gloucester Point, Va; Mrs. George A. Beauchamp, of Mont- 
gomery, Alabama; Giles Crowder, whose death has been already noted; and 
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Lieutenant Robert T. Crowder, now at Camp Lee, Petersburg, Va. All these, 
with the exception of Giles, survive to mourn the loss of an affectionate father, 
who leaves them the heritage of a life well spent in the Master’s service. A 
few months after his departure his widow joined him in the Land of the Blest. 

His remains were taken to Northampton county, on the Eastern Shore of 
Virginia, where many of his labors had been spent. The funeral services 
were held in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, Rev. C. H. Kidd, Rev. 
E. T. Dadrnun and this writer taking part. Brother ministers of the Eastern 
Shore District were his pallbearers. The sacred dust was laid to rest in the 
cemetery near Cheriton.

REV. SAMUEL R. DREWRY

Rev. Samuel Richard Drewry was born in Franklin County, Virginia, 
July 12, 1862. His parents were Richard and Jane Drewry. They were 
faithful, pious members of the Dunkard Church. Samuel grew up on the 
farm, and was an industrious boy. His educational advantages were limited, 
but he attended a classical school in his native county, and became a good 
English scholar. He taught in public and private schools in his county until 
he joined the Conference. He was of a stalwart nature, and yet was rather 
diffident as to his estimate of his own ability. No one could rightly accuse 
him of egotism. He was awarded professional certificates by the Superin- 
tendents of the Public Schools in his county. He was very precise in all of 
his statements, carefully selecting his words, and properly arranging them 
into sentences. This made him, at times, appear a little slow, but his lan- 
guage was grammatical, both in private conversation and public speaking. 
He was very thorough in all his work, and was a most excellent teacher, 
giving entire satisfaction in all his school work. 

Mr. Drewry was married to Miss Julia H. Pinckard, who was a school 
teacher, of Franklin county, Virginia, November 6, 1884. She was a true 
wife, a faithful helper in his ministry, and a kind mother. She and six child- 
ren survive, two having died. Ernest T. Drewry is married and lives in 
Baltimore, Maryland. Mabel, Russell, Clyde, Louise and Carlton are living 
in Roanoke county with their mother. Janie died in infancy, and Iris pre- 
ceded her father less than two years, having died of tuberculosis in young 
womanhood. Russell and Louise are both invalids, suffering with lung 
trouble. 

When Mr. Drewry was a child, he had serious impressions on the subject of 
religion, and was often tormented with the fear of death and future punish- 
ment awaiting the wicked. He was cognizant of the fact that he w’as a lost 
sinner “without hope and without God in the world.” He often felt, before 
his conversion, that he would some day be called to the ministry. In the 
spring of 1889, Rev. J. H. Amiss, the Presiding Elder of the District, preached 
a powerful sermon on, “The Kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but 
righteousness and peace and joy in the Holy Ghost.” Under this sermon, in 
old Rock Spring church, Brother Drewry was deeply convicted. This con- 
viction lasted until autumn, when he came to the altar in the same church, in 
a meeting being held by the writer, and was soundly and happily converted. 
Two summers ago he told the writer that he would never forget the great 
sermon by the Elder, and the meeting at Rock Spring. He united with the 
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Methodist Church in October, 1889, and was licensed to preach in May, 1890. 
He joined the Annual Conference in November, 1890, in Lynchburg, Bishop 
Hargrove presiding. He was sent to Henry circuit, which he only served one 
year. He then served Meadows of Dan one year, West Franklin three years, 
Pittsylvania two years, Patrick one year, Cascade and South Pittsylvania 
two years, Culpeper circuit one year, Mt. Pleasant three years, Henrico one 
year, Goochland two years, West Goochland two years, Brookneal one 
year, Pittsylvania, the second time, one year, Danville circuit two years, 
East Halifax two years, Franklin one year and was returned for the second, 
but was never able to do any more work, as his life was nearing the end. He 
was ordained deacon in Norfolk in 1892 by Bishop Hendrix, and elder in 
1894 in Charlottesville by Bishop Haygood. Owing to declining health he 
was not able to attend the Conference in Richmond last November, which 
was the only session he ever missed, except the Conference in Salisbury, 
Maryland. He served hard places all of his ministry, so far as finances were 
concerned. Some times he taught school, and also spent money he had made 
before entering the ministry, to help along in his living expenses; but it is not 
easy to understand how he supported his family and educated his children. 
The last two charges he served, he walked, not being able to keep a horse. It 
must have been by the strictest economy, and most judicious management on 
his part and that of his good wife, that they pulled through. Surely he was a 
good financier. 

Brother Drewry was a clear preacher. He was possessed of a strong an- 
alytical mind, and was a close Bible student. He was not a man of a great 
many books, but was thoroughly posted as to the theology of his church, and 
loved her doctrines. He was well versed in the Book of books. He was fond 
of reading, but was financially unable to purchase a great library. He 
taught and lived a high standard of Christianity, and was a strong believer in, 
and professor of, perfect love as taught by the Wesleys and the Methodist 
Church. He was a close friend of the writer from boyhood, and was always 
true to his convictions. He had much success in revival work in a number 
of the charges he served. He worked hard to raise the Conference collections, 
going from one home to another in person, until the money was raised. The 
white light of the great judgment day alone can reveal the good he did. 

Brother Drewry suffered intensely for some time previous to his death, 
from severe hemorrhages of the lungs and difficult respiration. In all of his 
suffering he was happy, and constantly prayed and tried to sing. He praised 
God continually, and the glories and hallelujahs were proclaimed aloud. He 
said he was not afraid to die, and while he would like to live longer to continue 
his loved employ, yet he wanted God’s will done. On February 17, 1917, he 
died a most triumphant death. His remains were taken to Ferrum, on the 
19th, and his funeral was conducted by Rev. S. J. Brown, his Presiding Elder, 
assisted by Rev. J. W. Bouldin, the pastor of the church. Then his body was 
(aid to rest in the family burying ground of his wife’s people, to await the com- 
ing of the Son of man to awaken the dead out of their slumber, and to call up 
the living together with them to meet the Lord in the air. Then his spirit, 
soul, and body will be reunited, and all that was mortal put on immortality, 
and he will receive a crown of life with all them that love His appearing.

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REV. JOHN Q. RHODES

Rev. John Q. Rhodes, son of Richard and Martha Rhodes, was born Decem- 
ber 28, 1846, in Albemarle county, Virginia. He was converted in 1867, 
under the ministry of Rev. George C. Vanderslice, then pastor of the Scotts- 
ville circuit. Soon after his conversion he heard and heeded the call of the 
Holy Spirit to preach the gospel, and began at once to prepare himself for 
this great work. Having attended the Stony Point Academy in 1867, he 
became in 1868 a student at the Academy in Harrisonburg, Rockingham 
county, Va. At this time he became an inmate of the home of my father, 
Rev. Lemuel S. Reed, who assisted him in his preparation for the ministry. 
During this time an acquaintance and friendship began with the writer of 
this memoir, which increased with unabating affection to the close of his 
useful life. 

In June, 1869, he was licensed to preach by the quarterly conference of 
Scottsville circuit; and at the Annual Conference held in Richmond, Novem- 
ber of the same year, Bishop David S. Doggett presiding, he was admitted 
into the traveling connection, and appointed to the Berlin circuit on the East- 
ern Shore of Maryland. In 1870 he served the Spotsylvania circuit. At 
the Conference of 1871, held in Portsmouth, he was ordained deacon by Bishop 
Robert Paine, and was assigned to Bannister circuit. He served the South 
Bedford charge in 1872 and 1873. At the session of the Annual Conference 
in Norfolk in 1874 he was ordained elder by Bishop John C. Keener, and was 
appointed to Indian Ridge circuit, where he remained two years. Thereafter 
he served with great acceptability and usefulness the following charges: 
Northampton three years, Cumberland one year, Southampton four years, 
Rappahannock three years, Madison three years, Louisa four years, West- 
moreland one year, and Greene circuit one year. 

At the Conference of 1897 failing health led him to ask for the super- 
numerary relation. But he did not remain inactive. The pastor of Louisa 
circuit, in the bounds of which he resided, having been removed to supply 
another charge, Brother Rhodes was put in charge of the work, and contin- 
ued in this pastorate three years, from 1898 to 1901. Failing health again 
demanded that he be placed on the supernumerary roll of the Conference, in 
which relation he remained from 1901 to 1904. At the Conference of 1904, his 
health having been greatly undermined by disease, he was granted the rela- 
tion of a superannuate, in which relation he remained until his death, March 
25, 1917. 

This is a very brief outline of a very useful life spent in the ministry of the 
Virginia Conference, extending over a period of nearly 48 years. Brother 
Rhodes grew to manhood’s estate during the trying times of the war waged 
for Southern independence, and the distressing conditions that followed there- 
after. He was, therefore, denied by adverse circumstances the advantages of 
the education he so much desired. He made diligent use, however, of all 
opportunities for gaining an equipment for his life work. His hunger for 
knowledge was great. He read carefully the best books, and assimilated 
their contents. He was blessed with a retentive memory, and a mind that 
analyzed and classified all information acquired. His preaching was charac- 
terized by great clearness and power, and his ministry was fruitful in the up- 
building of the Church and the ingathering of souls. This very apt and des- 
criptive paragraph is taken from the “Sketches” of the Virginia Conference: 
“He is a man of affairs. The old and ugly places of worship grow into 
sightly temples of God under his enterprising administration of the tempor- 
alities of Zion. The dullest circuit seems to take on an ambition for better- 
ment in parsonage and in church homes. The sound of the hammer is heard 
in his parish. His own tireless zeal inspires the people.” 

He looked well after all the affairs of his charges, and prosperity was the 
result of his labors. He was deeply interested in the work of his Church, and 
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especially in the affairs of the Virginia Conference. He knew the preachers 
and the work. The Conference sessions have not seemed exactly the same 
since he ceased to attend. He was always found surrounded by his brethren. 
He took great interest in the appointments to be made, and could often with 
great accuracy forecast the final results. What a merry twinkle beamed from 
his kindly eyes, as he questioned some presiding elder, and drew from him in- 
formation that the elder had no idea he was giving! Dear John Rhodes! how 
his brethren loved him! Stalwart in body and mind, gentle and pure in 
heart, he served his day and generation according to the will of God, and now 
rests from his labors. 

In 1871 he was married to Mrs. Fleming, of Spotsylvania county, who 
died in 1884. One daughter of this marriage survives — Mrs. Willie A. Waller, 
of Spot tsyl vania. On the first of December, 1885, he married Miss Ellen 
Louise Dearing, of Rappahannock county. This union was blessed with 
four children: Mrs. Orro Louise Oliver, of Birmingham, Alabama, Anna 

Dearing, Varina Moore, and John Q. Rhodes, Jr., of Louisa, Va., all of whom, 
with their mother, survive to mourn their unspeakable loss. 

His funeral services were held in the Methodist church at Louisa, March 
28, 1917, and were conducted by the writer, assisted by Rev. C. T. Thrift, 
pastor of Louisa circuit, all the ministers of other denominations in the com- 
munity taking part and paying tribute to his life as a faithful servant of God. 
His precious dust was laid to rest in the cemetery at Louisa, to await the resur- 
rection of the just. He is not, for God hath taken him. 



REV. LEWIS B. BETTY

Rev. Lewis Bond Betty, servant of God and minister of Jesus Christ, “fell 
on sleep” at his home in Larchmont, Norfolk, Va., July 5, 1917. He was born 
in Richmond, Va., February 3rd, 1853, and through the sixty-four years of 
his life “did that which was right in the sight of the Lord,” for he had been 
brought up in the way he should go, and never departed from it. 

His parents, George L. and Martha B. Betty, were devout Christians, fear- 
ing God and keeping His commandments, and they taught their son the 
Scriptures from his youth, bringing him up in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord, thus safeguarding him against the snares and pitfalls that entrap so 
many young men, and settling him in the faith that kept him steadfast, im- 
movable, always abounding in the work of the Lord. At the age of fifteen, 
in the spring of 1868, he made public profession of his faith, and joined Sid- 
ney — now Park Place Methodist church — then served by Rev. R. A. Armis- 
tead, where he continued to grow in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ. In December, 1872, he was licensed by his Quar- 
terly Conference to preach, and shortly after was sent by his Presiding Elder, 
Dr. L. M. Lee, to the Gloucester Circuit as junior preacher under Rev. J. C. 
Martin. He served this charge three years as a local preacher — the third 
urider Rev. Oscar Littleton — and then was admitted on trial into the traveling 
connection, at the session of our Conference in Danville, November, 1875, 
and was sent back to the Gloucester circuit for the fourth year. He had put 
off his application for membership in the Annual Conference, in the hope of 
equipping himself more fully for the work of the itinerant ministry by a course 
at college, but an affection of the eyes denied him the privilege of close study; 
and so, with regret, he abandoned his purpose, and asked for a place in the 
Conference with such training as he had received at the schools of the city, 
principally the classical school of Mr. S. T. Pendleton. He did not neglect 
his books, however, but gave attention to reading, studying to show himself 
approved unto God, a workman that needed not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the Word of truth. He stored his retentive mind and heart to an 
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unusual extent with passages of Scripture and stanzas of hymns, and his 
sermons were enriched and illumined by frequent and appropriate quota- 
tions. As a result his preaching was markedly Scriptural and spiritual, 
edifying to believers and comforting to saints. 

He never attempted any flights of oratory, nor any display of learning, but 
in a style simple and clear he often rose to the height of true eloquence — the 
eloquence of an earnest soul under the unction of the Holy Spirit. He loved 
to preach, and was instant in season and out of season, holding forth the Word 
of life with a steady hand and a firm faith, and declaring his message in demon 
stration of the Spirit and with power. 

As a pastor he was diligent and sympathetic, a faithful under shepherd, 
exercising watchful care over his flock, feeding the lambs, tending the sheep, 
and seeking and serving the erring, the sick, the suffering. He consulted not 
his own comfort when the call of need came to his ear. 

Of course, he was a good man. The splendid superstructure of his life- 
work was built upon the foundation of his Christian character, but this char- 
acter was marked by three attractive features — his gentleness and kindness 
of manner, his purity of thought and speech, his trustfulness of faith. He 
believed God with the heart unto righteousness, and God ennobled and en- 
riched him with the treasures of His grace. During his last illness he said to 
his wife, “I want my brethren to know that there is not a cloud between me 
and my Saviour; my faith is strong.” 

For forty-one years he went in and out among us, doing the work of an 
evangelist, pastor and teacher, serving his generation by the will of God, and 
now he rests from his labors and his works follow him. He fought a good 
fight, he kept the faith, he finished his course in peace and hope. 

Never robust in health, his later years were marked by increasing weakness 
and at times by much suffering. Often he would force his frail body to his 
appointed task, and stand in his lot against nature’s painful protest. Seeing 
that he was not able to do the work of the regular ministry any longer, his 
friends and loved ones urged him to retire, and, in deference to them, but with 
great reluctance, he asked his brethren at the Conference in Richmond, Nov. 
1916, to grant him the superannuate relation. After the appointments had 
been read, and he had returned to his home, he said to his wife, “My heart 
was broken to-night. My name was not read out for any appointment.” 
But he still continued to preach for awhile, going every other Sunday after 
noon to the little church, Bethel, to hold services for the people, till his strength 
gave out, clinging to that ministry which was his “loved employ.” 

Brother Betty had filled some of our principal charges in the Conference, 
and had made full proof of his ministry. The following list will indicate the 
character and extent of his labors: Charles City and Accomac circuits; Queen 
Street, Norfolk; Ashland; Mt. Vernon, Danville; Court Street, Lynchburg; 
Monumental, Portsmouth; Clay Street and Park Place, Richmond; Centenary, 
Norfolk; Norfolk District — following Dr. Paul Whitehead, who died in the 
office; Smithfield; Onancock; and Larchmont, in the order named, and several 
of his pastorates extended through four years. 

He was twice married — happily and helpfully so both times; first to Miss 
Lucy T. Waddill, of Charles City comity, who died during his pastorate at 
Court Street, Lynchburg; and then, in the fall of 1896, to Miss Lula C. Bailey, 
of Lynchburg, who with three children by his first wife — Mrs. Catherine B. 
Ames, of Accomac county, Va., and George M. and Miss Lelia G. Betty, of 
Norfolk, survive him and mourn their loss. He was an affectionate husband, 
a devoted father, a sincere friend, “an Israelite indeed in whom there is no 
guile.” 

His funeral service was held at Colonial Avenue church, Norfolk, Friday 
afternoon, July 6, conducted by Rev. George Wesley Jones, his Presiding 
Elder; Rev.J. M. Kline, his family’s pastor; and Rev. J. C. Reed and Rev. W 
E. Judkins, his long-cherished friends. His burial was in Danville, Va. 
where on Saturday afternoon, July 7th, Drs. George H. Spooner and J. N 
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Latham performed the last sad rites and laid his body to rest, beside his first 
wife and two children, who had preceded him to the Father’s house of many 
mansions.

REV. BASCOM DEY. 

BY JAMES CANNON, JR. 

Rev. Bascom Dey was the son of Rev. John B. and Jane Elizabeth Dey. 
He was born in Williamsburg, Va., October 15, 1859, and died October 26, 
1917, at Reedville, Northumberland County, being fifty-eight years and 
eleven days old. 

Brother Dey attended the public schools at Williamsburg through the 
grammar grades, and took the course at William and Mary College. From 
there he went to Randolph-Macon College, where he continued his studies 
for several years. 

The writer was a fellow student of Brother Dey at Randolph-Macon, 
and they soon became friends, and that friendship grew in strength till his 
death. While he did not mingle very much with the other students, he 
commanded the respect of the entire student body, and was recognized as 
having unusual literary ability. He was even then exceedingly modest, 
not only never boasting of his ability or his achievements, but inclined 
always to minimize the value of his work, and to shrink from any special 
prominence. He did, however, contribute articles to the College magazine 
from time to time, which articles, especially his poems, were among the 
very best contributions published by the magazine during those years. 

Upon leaving College in June, 1885, he entered the ministry, and served 
as a supply at Wright Memorial Church, Portsmouth, until the session of 
the Annual Conference in November, at which time he was received on trial 
into the traveling connection and sent to Matoaca, where he served for one 
year, and then to Blandford for two years. A.t the close of this pastorate, 
on November 27, 1888, he was married to Miss Hettie L. Morriss. This 
was a happy union, and for nearly thirty years she was a helpmeet, who 
did him good and not evil all the days of their married life. Being deeply 
interested in his work, she gave him active and helpful co-operation in every 
charge which he served. Five children were bom to them, four of whom, 
three sons and one daughter, are living to mourn the loss of a devoted 
father, who thought, labored and prayed for their temporal and eternal 
welfare. The oldest son, John Bascom Dey, is in business in Lynchburg, 
Virginia, the second and third sons, Russell Carlyle, and Ralph Emerson, 
are with their mother at Reedville, and the youngest, Lela, is a student at 
Blackstone College. 

In 1888 Brother Dey was sent to Newport News. Later he served Char- 
lotte Circuit, West Campbell, West Dinwiddie four years, Prospect four 
years, Lunenburg three years, Asbury (Richmond) one year, Park View 
(Portsmouth) two years, Chase City four years, Rivermont one year, and 
Martinsville two years. At the Conference of 1913 he was sent to Bethany, 
and at the time of his death was in his fourth year at that delightful charge. 
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Last March Brother Dey had a severe attack of La Grippe, from which he 
never recovered. Notwithstanding his impaired physical condition, he 
endeavored to keep up his work, and preached until the first of July. About 
the middle of July his doctor insisted that he should be given complete rest, 
and he went to Baltimore for hospital treatement. It seemed at first that 
the treatment would be successful and that he would entirely recover, but 
about October first an acute attack of Bright’s disease developed, and the 
doctors wrote that recovery was impossible, and that his death was a matter 
of only a short time. He was brought home to Reedville, and in less than 
three weeks he succumbed to that dread disease. He was able to move 
about the room until the day before his death, and was calmly and patiently 
waiting for the great transition from the earthly to the heavenly life. The 
funeral services were held at Bethany Church, and were conducted by 
Rev. L. S. Flournoy, who was supplying the charge during Brother Dey’s 
illness, assisted by Revs. S. E. Lucas and A. F. Rice. The interment was 
made in the Reedville cemetery. 

These are the bare facts in the life of a man who for thirty-two years 
gave himself unreservedly and faithfully to the Master’s work. He literally 
knew nothing but the pastorate. All of his powers were concentrated upon 
the work committed to him by the Conference. As indicated above, he 
was a man of more than ordinary literary gifts. Like his father, Rev. 
John B. Dey, he was a great reader, and had a fine literary style. He was 
never careless or slovenly in his pulpit work. He thought through his sub- 
ject, frequently writing not only the outline, but sometimes the entire 
sermon. His wide reading and retentive memory gave him a rich vocab- 
ulary for the expression of his thought. His poetic cast of mind was in 
evidence in all of his preaching. He impressed every community where he 
labored as a man of unusual gifts, and not only his own people waited upon 
his ministry with profit, but he was a great favorite with the members of 
other denominations. 

His modesty was so great as to reach sometimes the point of self-depre- 
ciation. Although his literary and oratorical powers far exceeded those of 
the average preacher, and although he must have experienced many times 
the sense of power — indeed, of mastery over the congregations to which 
he preached — yet there was never anything in word or manner which indi- 
cated that he realized that he possessed unusual gifts. He could not under- 
stand how men could push themselves into positions of prominence and still 
maintain their self-respect. There is no doubt that his unwillingness to 
appear self-assertive in the slightest degree prevented his participation in 
public discussions even when he was thoroughly posted upon the subjects 
under debate, and could have spoken with more profit than many who 
consumed the time. 

Like most intelligent, quiet men, he was very observant, and carefully 
weighed the speech and manner of those whom he met, and with those 
whom he knew and trusted he talked freely. The writer was one to whom 
he sometimes opened his heart, and it was, indeed, a privilege to be ad- 
mitted to that number. For his was one of those honest, sincere, charitable, 
humble, and fearlessly inquiring souls, which dare to go apart from all the 
clamor and bustle and strife, and even joy of the world around them, and 
to face the great questions of life alone with God. He was like the great 
apostle, “Without were fightings, within were fears.’’ He was too sincere 
to be satisfied with anything but the most thorough and searching investi- 
gations of the foundation of Christian belief, and he had small respect for a 
faith that was satisfied with a form of words, and had not gone down to the 
solid rock. This insistence upon thorough investigation and absolute 
assurance affected to some extent the form of his preaching. He demanded 
of his congregations that they frankly face the great questions of time and 
eternity, that they blink at none of the difficulties, and that they realize 
that the great problems of life could not be solved by the human mind, 
except as they were solved by the plan of salvation laid down in the Word of 
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God. Many times has the writer talked with him on subjects which he 
rarely discussed with others. 

It was a great mental stimulus to come in contact with a mind so alert 
and so well-stored with the thought of many of the best thinkers of all 
countries and ages. Brother Dey greatly enjoyed a battle on philosophical 
or theological questions with anybody who would not dodge, or attempt to 
escape the logical conclusion of the argument, and he did what so many 
men refuse to do — demanded of himself a compliance with the same rule that 
he applied to others. 

There were many speculative questions upon which he brooded much, 
and which, of course, he never settled, questions that none of us will ever 
settle in the days of the flesh. But he settled the great question. Like 
Paul he said: “I know whom I have believed, and I am persuaded that He 
is able to keep that which I have committed unto Him against that day.” 
He trusted in Jesus Christ as the Way, the Truth and the Life, and he came 
to the Father through Him. 

He was a Christian gentleman in all the associations of life. He was 
neat in his dress, polite in manner, and at home in every circle of society. 
He was pure in speech. Nobody ever heard him use anything but clean 
language, or tell a story of even the slightest doubtful import. He was 
exceedingly charitable in his estimate of others, and was never known to 
say a word to damage a brother, or to reflect upon his character. Indeed, 
he was unusually considerate of the feelings and of the rights of others. He 
was honest and true in all his dealings with his neighbors. He paid his 
debts, regardless of the salary he received. He was intensely sympathetic 
with those in trouble, and made their burdens his own. In every charge he 
served he had the respect and confidence of his people, and everywhere 
he wore the white flower of a stainless life. 

His first-born child, a beautiful little daughter, was taken from her 
earthly parents by the Heavenly Father at the attractive age of two years. 
The effect of this experience upon his spiritual life was very great, and a poem, 
entitled “A Memory,” written several years later, reflects so clearly the 
man as he really was, that it is given here in full: 

“Long years ago, when life was young to me, 

There oftentimes would climb upon my knee 
A little darling, scarce two summers old. 

She was a lovely child; and as I’d hold 
Her dimpled hands and gaze into her eyes — 

Those eyes where slept a thousand mysteries — 

It seemed to me she could not die — 

A child of immortality. 

“Thus spoke my heart. Alas! how soon 
My little bud was withered — dead — 

She lives in mem’ry now, that little one, 

Though form and feature, smile and voice are fled; 

And now I think, that she was given, 

To help me on the way to heaven — 

This little angel child. 

“O Father! that my life might be 
The soul of such sweet purity, 

Now moving on in melody — 

A voice of song on joyous wings, 

Ascending higher while it sings 
A psalm of deathless love.” 

While he was on the Lunenburg Circuit he came to Blackstone College 
several times, and preached with great acceptability to the young ladies. 
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On one such occasion he closed a sermon on “The Duty and Privilege of 
Praise,” with the following paragraph, which is characteristic of his beauti- 
ful poetic style, and the elevation of his thought: 

“I heard the matin song of the bird, sweet herald of the coming dawn; the 
lowing of cattle on the distant hill, when evening shadows fell; the soft, 
labial whisperings of the night, when God and the soul are near; the gurgle 
and fall of crystal waters in far-off mountain glens. The sigh of the western 
winds came softly from the sleeping hills, and the silken rustle of amorous 
leaves, I heard, deep in their forest home. The harp of the pines, like the 
murmur of ocean waves on a distant shore, played its soft song to the soul. 
I heard the cathedral organ, rolling forth its mighty volume of music, 
and the sweet-voiced choir break out into joyous praise. And then I heard 
all separate sounds blend into one mighty volume; and it seemed as if all 
instruments of music, and all the voices of men, and all the voices of the 
wind, and all the voices of the thunder, and all the voices of the thousand- 
voiced seas, were chanting in unison the Hallelujah Chorus of the World.” 

With what joy has his redeemed and enraptured soul entered into the Holy 
City, and his voice joined itself to that of the multitude gathered around 
the great White Throne crying “Alleluia: for the Lord God omnipotent 
reigneth.” 

He was a highly gifted, modest, unassuming, sincere Christian gentleman, 
who served his generation by the will of Gcd. and has been gathered to hig 
fathers. 
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BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

REPORT NO. 1. 

Recognizing the increased responsibility that has come to us, growing out 
of the war conditions and the multitude of soldiers and sailors in the bounds 
of our Conference, we recommend — 

1. That four men be appointed for special service — one to be stationed in 
Petersburg, one in Norfolk, one in Portsmouth, and one in Newport News. 

2. That fifteen thousand dollars be raised as a minimum, to be a special 
fund for the salaries and equipment in this work. 

3. That a committee of seven is hereby created, consisting of Bishop 
Collins Denny as chairman, three from the Board of Lay Activities — 
Thos. S. Southgate, O. S. Morton and H. 0. Kerns; and three from the Board 
of Missions — W. B. Beauchamp, W. C. Ivey and A. E. Kellam; this com- 
mittee to finance and plan this special work. 

4. That Bishop Collins Denny is requested to present this work to our 
Conference in session at the earliest possible hour.

REPORT NO. 2. 



We are disposed to exaggerate always the importance of the present 
moment. But surely it cannot be doubted that the hour to which we 
have come is an unusual hour. Changes, political, industrial and religious, 
are taking place as perhaps never before. Conditions are fluid and life 
everywhere plastic, and any moulding hand has its chance in all the world. 
Surely the Kingdom of God should not for a moment falter, but should 
advance with courage and definiteness, and the great business of Missions 
should get an emphasis in this hour that is worthy the need and the oppor- 
tunity. 

Our own Missionary enterprise has an unusual providential opportunity 
in the Centennial Anniversary of the Founding of Methodist Missions in 
America. In the year 1819 there was organized in New York City a mis- 
sionary society, which, while it was a local organization at first, became, 
when adopted by the General Conference the following year, the Missionary 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Under the joint auspices of 
the two great Methodisms of America, it is proposed to observe the occasion 
in some appropriate and worthy way. We are now in the midst of prepara- 
tion, and there is every reason to believe that this celebration is to be the 
greatest event that has come in the history of Methodism, if not, indeed, 
in the history of the Christian Church in this country. The Virginia 
Conference in this, as in other great movements for world conquest, should 
lead, and our churches and people are urged to hold themselves in readiness 
to co-operate in the plans proposed for this celebration. 
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In the meantime, we should not abate for an instant our present care of 
the missionary enterprise. At this moment in foreign fields, as in the 
belligerent countries of Christendom, our workers are feeling the pinch of 
war conditions and prices. Especially should we remember our missionaries 
to China. On account of the high rate of exchange the support of these men 
and women has been reduced to one half or one third. It was a splendid 
thing that was done by the Conference on the evening of your Missionary 
Anniversary, when you were asked to give $2,000 for the relief of our mis- 
sionaries to China, and you gave $3,000. Let our people who know the secret 
make earnest and unceasing intercession for these missionaries, that in the 
fiery trial that has come to them their faith fail not, or their patience, and 
let other Churches join those that have already responded in generous 
offerings for the relief of these brave and faithful men and women. 

Let us remember furthermore that the assessment for Missions does not 
take care of our work. A fourth of the work already projected, to say 
nothing of advance, must be carried in special offerings. The war has hurt, 
but probably has helped the missionary enterprise as much as it has hurt, 
in the spirit of self sacrifice that begins to spread like a fine contagion in 
the Church. Our people have the money, and they are giving it to the things 
in which they are interested. Indeed, a feeling is getting abroad that, if a 
man can go to the war in these times, he should go. If he cannot go and has 
no son to send, the least he can do is to give his money. At the beginning 
of this war selfish men leaped to the fore and thought to make large profits, 
and, indeed, it is said that 30,000 millionaires have been made in this country 
since the war began. But good men have thought better of it, and dif- 
ferently, and they are coming to feel that money made in a time like this is 
coined out of the comforts and blood of the boys who have gone to the 
front, and that the man who does it is the “shirker” of all shirkers, and the 
“slacker” whose cowardly selfishness deserves the contempt of the men 
who, whether they go to the front or not, are cheerfully doing their “bit” 
and their best to make efficient and to save the lives of the men who have 
gone for them to the front. The very least that a man can do is to let his 
money go to help. And so, if we afford them the chance, our people will 
give their money to the great causes that have emerged in connection with 
the war, and that have to do with the care of our boys at the front. This 
they surely ought to do. But they will give their money also to make 
effective the work of our brave missionaries, who are holding the lines for 
as on the far-away frontiers of the world’s civilization. Let our pastors 
and laymen push the matter of pledges for special offerings promptly and 
vigorously at the beginning of the Conference year.

REPORT NO. 3. 

The Board of Missions desires to express its high appreciation of the 
presence and addresses of our honored brethren, Rev. W. G. Cram, of Korea, 
and Rev. J. C. C. Newton, D. D., of Japan, and we express hereby our 
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gratification at the glad news of the progress of our greatest school in mission 
fields — the Kwansei Gakuin at Kobe, Japan. 

We request the presiding Bishop to make the following appointments: 
Thos. N. Potts to be Conference Secretary of Missions, W. L. Murphy to be 
Conference Evangelist, and J. W. Dixon to be superintendent of the Rich- 
mond City Mission. 

Also the following: E. T. Dadmun, E. F. Hall, Otis M. Gilliam, and 
Dumas Malone, to the work of the Young Men’s Christian Association in 
the Army. 

We also request the Bishop to appoint James Cannon, III., to Y. M. C. A. 
work; and in view of the fact that he has been recommended by the General 
Board of Missions for ordination, and is by the said General Board declared 
to be an approved candidate for missionary work in the foreign field, we 
recommend that he be elected to deacon’s and elder’s orders. 

We hereby nominate Thos. S. Southgate for re-election as Conference Lay 
Leader.

REPORT NO. 4. 

Your Board has carefully considered the requests from the Lynchburg 
and Charlottesville District Conferences, asking for the appointment of 
District Evangelists to said Districts, and heartily favors the granting of 
these requests at this time, provided suitable men are available. 

In the event that suitable men are not now available, then we recommend 
that the Presiding Elder of each of said Districts be requested to employ, 
for the summer months, a “supply” to do the work of an evangelist, provided 
a competent man can be secured. 

Your Board has also had under consideration the resolution, signed by 
J. B. Winn and J. T. Mastin, requesting the appointment of a “war work 
committee, consisting of ten members, five preachers and five laymen, one 
from each Presiding Elder’s District, the duties of which shall be to co- 
operate with like committees appointed by other branches of the Christian 
Church, and to see that the military addresses of the young men from within 
the bounds of our Conference shall be furnished to the proper persons working 
in or near the military and naval camps, where these young men are 
stationed; and also to do whatever else it may deem necessary for the 
spiritual welfare of the army and navy.” Your Board favors the appoint- 
ment of such a committee, but recommends that the Lay Leaders of the 
several Districts of our Conference be, and they are hereby designated, to 
compose the same, and that the special commission recently created to 
supervise and to direct the special war service movement projected by this 
Conference, be asked to name one of the four pastors, to be appointed to 
special service in the army, as secretary, whose duty it shall be to receive, 
record and thereby make available, the information thus secured. 

Your Board has also carefully considered the resolution signed by Lee G. 
Crutchfield, J. S. Wallace and others, asking that it “rescind its action 
making the Every-Member Canvass the condition on which mission charges 
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shall receive assistance from this Board;” and is decidedly of the opinion 
that tojgrant this request would be unwise. In view of the fact that the 
making of such a canvass is now the accepted policy of all the leading de- 
nominations of this country, and the further fact that our own Church, 
through its^General Conference, makes it the duty of the pastor “to see that 
a canvass is made of every member early in the Conference year for a mis- 
sionary contribution,” we incline to the belief that the regulation of your 
Board requiring that such a canvass be made a condition precedent to the 
granting of an appropriation to the Mission charges under its supervision, 
is an eminently proper one. If further proof is needed, it can be easily 
obtained by anyone who will look into the results of its application. The 
reports which come to us convince us that wherever the attempt to carry 
out this^policy is seriously and intelligently made, the returns are grati- 
fying in the extreme. Besides, the Board has at no time shown any dis- 
position to enforce this regulation in an arbitrary and unsympathetic way, 
but, on.the contrary, in every case has borne and had patience. 

We submit herewith, without reading, the reports of our Conference 
Evangelists, and that of our Conference Secretary of Missions, and request 
that the same be published in the forthcoming Annual. 

The assessments for the coming year are as follows:

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REPORT OF JOHN M. OAKEY, Jr., CONFERENCE EVANGELIST. 

Board of Missions of Virginia Conference: 

Dear Brethren: — Accompanying this report you will find an itemized 
statement of my work for the Conference year 1916-T7. 

That report shows conversions 331, and reclamations 196, total 527. 
Expenses for the year, $78.20. Collections for the support of evangelist, 
$849.15. There is a decrease in conversions and reclamations compared 
with last year, but an increase of $110.03 in collections. 

The unusual disturbed conditions on account of the war (especially the 
drafting of young men for service) have made uphill work for revival cam- 
paigns. The people have been so preoccupied, that they have not given time 
for soul-saving. About one half of my work has been with weak churches, 
where the work is hard but greatly needed. 

I have been faithfully assisted in all these meetings, except one or two, 
by Mrs. Oakey. Wherever there is preparation for revival beforehand by 
the pastors, the work is about double in results. I am grateful to the 
brethren for their hearty co-operation and zeal to make the work a success. 

I do not believe that one fourth of our Church is really efficiently at work, 
and we need a great revival in the membership of the Church. A report is 
made to the Chairman after each meeting held.

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BOARD OF LAY ACTIVITIES. 

Your Board has endeavored during the past year to be worthy of its 
name. In the exercise of this activity among the charges, it has been 
•ompelled of necessity to see, and to some extent analyze, the status of the 
work as found, especially in the light of conditions by which we in Virginia 
are surrounded during these trying days in the history of our national life. 

If asked to point out the weakest point in the conduct of our Church as a 
whole, we should say unquestionably, that it was a “lack of every-day ener- 
gized efficiency, which is plainly the result of a lack of vision or an adequate 
appreciation of our duty and responsibilities to the church, as compared 
with the other claims by which we are daily surrounded, and which ask 
support at our hands.” 

These days in which we are now living are fraught with grave responsi- 
bilities; the need for a proper understanding of stewardship was never so 
great as now. The war with all its attendant evils is here. No State feels 
it more keenly than Virginia, in whose borders there are now not less than 
300,000 men gathered together, separated from all restraint of home and 
loved ones. We cannot blame some one else for the fact that war exists, 
for this is as nearly a holy war as history has ever recorded. In fact, it 
tan be truthfully said, that it has been the doctrine and teachings of the 
Church itself in the hearts of the Christian men of America from our Presi- 
dent down, that actually caused our own country to enter it. 

This, then, is not the question now; time is past for that; the problem of 
the hour is, are we sufficiently efficient in organization and conduct to meet 
the responsibilities, practically of our own volition thrust upon us now, not 
to say those that are to follow when this conflict ceases. We are compelled 
to answer no, and the reason for the lack of efficiency is not found in a defi- 
ciency of goodness or loyalty. 

There are no better people on earth than our own. It is simply a lack of 
proper understanding. Brethren, the Church is the Mother of the Y. M. 
C. A., of the Red Cross, and the hundreds of other equally deserving forms 
of Christian service now daily claiming support of the church members 
of the nation. If this be true, why should we be willing to delegate all this 
aggressive and efficient work to these organizations, and with our country 
thinking, talking and acting in terms of millions, and even billions, we are 
here enjoying ourselves in passive Christian fellowship, discussing the 
measure of our efficiency for the year just closed, in terms which announce 
to the world that, while w r e as individuals have been most liberal to these 
many causes, yet the best we could do for the support of our Church in these 
strenuous w r ar times at home, and also the evangelization of the world 
abroad, was a total of $9.52 per member per year, or, in other words, seven 
cents per member per week for a godly, educated man and his patient, self- 
sacrificing family; and for all benevolences, missions and all the other causes, 
lli cents a week per member. Besides, we will hear of District after 
District failing to meet its paltry but solemn obligations to the Church in 
the matter of assessments in full. 

No, brethren, we cannot impress the world in this manner; certainly not 
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in these times of earnestness and zeal displayed in so many other directions. 
We, therefore, plead with our pastors and laymen to go home to your people 
and tell them that, like Paul aforetime, the scales are still on their eyes. 
They have not the right apprehension of duty and obligation. Ask them 
what right have they to give $100 or $500 to the Red Cross, as god-like and 
deserving as it is, and still hand the pastor $10.00 or $25.00 for the support 
of God’s Church, to whom they solemnly vowed to “attend upon her or- 
dinances and support her institutions.” 

We plead for a broader vision, and the pastor needs it as much as the lay- 
men. Men will rally to an adequate programme for service when they take 
no interest in a small or meagre one. We, therefore, hope this Conference 
will — it may be at the expense of much else — authorize its Board of Missions 
to inaugurate an instant appeal to the churches of our Conference to place 
$100,000 on the altar of the Church for War Emergency Evangelistic work. 
Also $10,000 for the relief of our Missionaries in the field, whom we are in 
honor bound to support and protect, and whose compensation has been 
reduced nearly one half as a result of the decline in exchange. 

It was because of the knowledge of the inconsistency of these existing 
conditions several years ago that your Bolard of Lay Activities at the last 
Conference announced its determination to concentrate its efforts largely 
on one District, to see if it could not have its efficiency raised in a number 
of vital items of church conduct, and after thought, prayer and conference, 
and through the hearty and enthusiastic effort of the presiding elder, 
the Eastern Shore District was chosen as a rural District in which to make 
this effort. 

It is, therefore, an especial pleasure to herewith supplement the report 
of the presiding elder already made, in announcing to the Conference that 
the goal set has thus been reached on this splendid District with the year’s 
record of these items as follows : 



UNDER ITEM NO. 1. “A JUST RETURN TO THE MINISTRY, 



Salaries have been increased this year, $3,100 on 24 charges, and this in 
addition to $3,000 the previous year, or a total increase of 25%, 24 pastors 
receiving $28,284 or $1,131 each, or an average of $411 above the average 
for the Conference. 

Highest amount to be paid this year $2,000, with a $6,500 parsonage, by a 
country village congregation of 150 to 175 people. 



UNDER ITEM NO. 2. “THE PAYMENT OF EVERY ASSESSMENT 

IN FULL.” 



This marvelous record has been accomplished absolutely in full, without 
an outside contribution of one dollar. 

Listen, Brethren; eleven charges failed to pay out last year, and seven 
never paid in all their history before; one not in 58 years. Truly, it can b« 
done even in the poorest rural sections. 
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UNDER ITEM NO. 3. “THE MOST ACTIVELY DEVELOPED 

MISSIONARY SPIRIT.” 

The District now supports four missionaries, as follows: 

One at a salary of SI, 200; two at $1, 000 each; one at $600; total, $3,800. 
This in addition to many specials. An increase this year of three mis- 
sionaries from this country District, or one-seventh of the number increased 
by the whole Southern Methodist Church. 

Truly, it is a fact, that the more given for missions, the more there is left 
for other things at home. A broader vision is what is needed. 

UNDER ITEM NO. 7. “ORGANIZED BIBLE CLASS WORK.” 

A wonderful record of 120 regularly organized Wesley classes for men^ 
nearly one hundred percent, of the churches. 

UNDER ITEM NO. 8. “ALL CHARGES SELF SUPPORTING.” 




Last year, and for all time previously, 8 charges dependent upon the Con- 
ference Mission Board; amount appropriated each year $1,600. 

The coming year every charge gives up its appropriation and not one cent 
will be asked of the Board for the support of any charge in the District. 

Five of the above eight have already raised the money for their pastors 
themselves. The last three expect fully to do so, and in order that they 
may be given the benefit of the doubt, a few neighboring laymen, under the 
leadership of the presiding elder, and the two District leaders, have placed 
in the bank $400, in order that the three preachers may not suffer, should 
Hog Island, with 45 members, and Dorchester, with 100 members, find it 
impossible to raise the whole amount. 

Your Board wishes to testify to the indefatigable efforts and intelligent 
co-operation of the presiding elder in helping to make this remarkable 
event possible, and also to what consecrated District leaders can do. 

This accomplishment should be an occasion of great rejoicing, for it is a 
living exemplification of the fact that this degree of efficiency can be at- 
tained in any other portion of our Church, just in proportion to the zeal 
and consecration expended. 

This is no effort to unduly magnify the actions of one District over others. 
This District has not yet begun to realize its duty or its ability, and we 
should lose sight of it as such, and rejoice in the fact that it is the first 
District to even present itself thus efficient and self-respecting in the history 
of the Church. It is the wonderful good that must follow through the force 
of example, and the fostering of the spirit of emulation that will thus assist 
others throughout the length and breadth of our Southern Church to go 
and do likewise. This is why your Board has placed such emphasis on it. 

It will be the purpose of your Board to induce other Districts to undertake 
a similar effort the coming year. Already the Norfolk District has asked 
to be the first city District to join this honor roll. 

Your Board, acting according to the unanimous request of eight of th« 
ten District Conferences last year, beg to again submit the following reso- 
lutions: 
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1. That, in view of present conditions, and after a thorough investigation 
by the Conference Board of Lay Activities, the Annual Conference be asked 
to adopt the report and recommendations of the Board of Lay Activities, 
in so far as it relates to ministerial support, in asking for a salary for married 
men of not less than $900 per annum, exclusive of parsonage or rent of resi- 
dence, and not less than $600 to unmarried preachers in full connection. 

2. That our presiding Bishop be asked to co-operate with this request, 
as far as he can find it possible and consistent to do so. 

3. That the Board of Missions and the Conference are hereby urged to 
continue the office of Conference Missionary Secretary, believing that this 
office is vitally necessary to the continued fostering and growth of the 
missionary spirit of our people and the corresponding results following 
therefrom. 

4. That, in view of the present cost of living and the outlook for a con- 
tinuance of the same, the Laymen of all charges, both rural and urban, 
are hereby urged to see that some measure of increase in the salary of their 
pastors be provided not later than the meeting of the first Quarterly Con- 
ference. 

5. That all Boards of Stewards of circuits and rural charges be and they 
are hereby requested to provide their preachers with transportation to 
and from the Annual Conference.

The assessment for Church Extension put by the General Board upon 
this Conference for the year 1918 is $17,220.00. This, with the $4,000 for the 
Representative Church, Washington, D. C., makes a total assessment of 
$21,220.00. This is the same as last year. 

In financing our Church this Board is filling an important place. We 
must build churches to the glory of God and parsonages for sheltering the 
shepherds. Let our pastors and people know what we are doing, and they 
will come with glad hearts to the aid of this Board. We respectfully re- 
quest that due attention be given this subject at our District Conferences. 

We would suggest that more attention be given to keeping all property 
insured, and that in making applications to this Board the amount of in- 
surance carried on the buildings desired to be aided should be stated. 

It has too frequently been true that our churches have been un- 
sightly in appearance and badly arranged. We thus lose the esthetic 
element, that should ever be a part of architecture, and efficiency, that 
should ever be the first objective in all church work. In order to avoid 
these serious defects, Dr. Me Murry, our General Church Extension Secre- 
tary, has associated with him, as an architect, Rev. J. A. Baylor, and will 
thereby be able to give necessary architectural assistance. 
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Again we ask that the brethren make their applications in due time. 
All applications to the General Board should be in the hands of the secretary 
not later than March first. By action of the Board, all applications to the 
Conference Board must be in the hands Of the secretary not later than 
November first.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

Your Board presents the following resolutions: 

1. That we rejoice in the continued prosperity of the schools and colleges 
of our Church within the bounds of the Virginia Conference. There are no 
better schools in this country in the grade of work which they do than 
Randolph-Macon College, Randolph-Macon Woman’s College, Blackstone 
College for Girls, Randolph-Macon Academy at Bedford City, Randolph- 
Macon Institute at Danville, and Ferrum Training School. We urge our 
people to examine the great advantages offered by these institutions, 
which are not only fully equal to any other institutions in educational 
standards, but which emphasize the vital importance of moral and spiritual 
culture. Our pastors and laymen are urged to look out the choice young 
men and women of our homes and churches, and secure them as students 
for our own Church schools. 

2. That the Treasurer of the Annual Conference is hereby instructed 
to pay out of the Annual Conference Expense Fund to the Treasurer of the 
Conference Board of Education $150, for the expenses of the Board of Edu- 
cation for the coming year. 

3. That the Joint Board of Finance is hereby instructed to apportion 
$5,453, to meet the assessment for education laid by the General Conference; 
$12,000 for the benefit of Randolph-Macon College, Ashland, Va.; and 
$2,500 for Ministerial Training, the amount collected to be divided pro 
rata for the three causes named. The amount collected for Ministerial 
Training is to be paid to the Treasurer of the Conference Board of Education, 
by whom twenty per cent, of the same shall be forwarded to the Department 
of Ministerial Supply and Training of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at Atlanta, Ga., and the remaining eighty per cent, shall be used 
by the Conference Board of Education to assist in the training of young 
men for the ministry of our Church in accordance with the regulations 
fixed by that Board. 

4. That the Virginia Conference hereby places on record its high appre- 
ciation of the work which is being done by Dr. R. H. Bennett as Director 

I of the Department of Ministerial Supply and Training. The Conference 
urges all undergraduates to avail themselves of the great advantages offered 
to them by the Correspondence School of the Department of Ministerial 
Supply and Training, and the Examining Committees of our Conference are 
requested to require all undergraduates to take the work of the Corres- 
jpondence School as a necessary preparation for their examinations. 
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5. That we hereby request the General Board of Education of our Church 
to continue the appropriation of SI, 000 for the Ferrum Training School 
for the coming year. 

6. That, in view of the ever-increasing importance of the Educational 
work of our Conference, and the great need for additional building, equip- 
ment, and endowment, in order that our schools and colleges may measure 
up fully to the requirements of present day educational standards, it is the 
sense of this Conference that not less than $2,000,000 should be raised for 
building, equipping and endowing our Conference schools and colleges. 
For the carrying out of this purpose the Board of Education is hereby 
instructed to appoint an Educational Commission, which shall set as the 
ultimate goal of its efforts the securing of $2,000,000 for the purposes afore- 
said. In the prosecution of its work the Commission shall set as its imme- 
diate objective the securing of $100,000 in scholarships of $1,000 each for 
Randolph-Macon College, and the completion of the Fund of $100,000, 
already started, for the building, equipment and endowment of Blackstone 
College for Girls. 

7. That the presiding elders and pastors are urged to put into effect the 
plan of the Board of Education, requiring the appointment of Boards of 
Education for circuits, stations and districts, which Boards shall co-operate 
with the officers of our schools and colleges in securing students, and shall 
co-operate with the Educational Commission, to be constituted by this 
report, in raising the amounts needed for the successful maintenance of our 
educational work. 

8. That the Board of Education has heard with great interest the re- 
marks of Dr. Stonewall Anderson, Secretary of the General Conference 
Board of Education, especially his explanation of the resolution adopted 
by the General Conference Board of Education at its last session, as follows: 

“Resolved, That we recommend that all the institutions which are under 
the care of the General Board of Education, and which have been classified 
by the General Board of Education, be requested by the Secretary of the 
Board to give due regard to the classification of the schools and colleges 
adopted by the t Board, and to so correlate their work as to minimize friction, 
and to obtain the greatest possible strength and efficiency for all the schools 
and colleges which are under the care of the Board.” 

We believe that the policy of our Church for the closer correlation of all 
our institutions of learning, as set forth in the above resolution is wise, 
and is necessary for the conservation and development of our educational 
work, and we urge the Trustees of Randolph-Macon College to follow the 
policy of the Church as laid down by the action of the General Conference, 
in order that friction and competition may be prevented, and that the 
educational System of our Virginia Conference may be strengthened and 
built up by the active and genuine co-operation of all its parts. 

9. That we recommend the confirmation of W. B. Roper as a Trustee of 
Randolph-Macon College. 

10. We request the presiding Bishop to appoint E. H. Rowe as President 
of the Southern Seminary, Buena Vista, Virginia; S. C. Hatcher as Vice- 
President, Secretary and Treasurer of Randolph-Macon College, Ashland, 
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Virginia; James Camion, Jr., as President of Blackstone College for Girls, 
Blackstone, Virginia, and as Superintendent of the Southern Assembly 
at Lake Junaluska, North Carolina; W. J. Young and W. A. Smart as pro- 
fessors in the Candler School of Theology, Atlanta, Georgia; B. M. Beckham 
as Principal, and J. W. Carroll as Financial Agent, of Ferrum Training 
School; Dumas Malone as Adjunct Professor of English Bible at Randolph- 
Macon Woman’s College; W. A. Christian as Commissioner of Emory 
University for the Virginia Conference; and B. S. Via and R. R. Burnett as 
students at Emory University.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

The great need for religious instruction among our people was never more 
urgent and needed than at the present. While the present generations are 
fighting on the battlefield and in the trenches, endeavoring to establish 
conditions which will make for righteousness and the general upbuilding 
of the Kingdom of God, the next generation is in the process of becoming 
the men and women who will have to face the changed conditions that w ; ll 
follow. This brings home to us in an unmistakable maimer the need we 
have to strengthen every agency which is responsible for the way in which 
this coming generation shall meet those times. The Sunday school as an 
institution for religious education must be viewed from this viewpoint, 
and the immediate future must find us reckoning with this agency in a way 
which will enable it to meet the demands upon it. 

The work of your Board during the past year has looked to the setting 
forth of plans by which it is hoped and believed our work will be increased 
ultimately in power and effectiveness. 

We desire to thank the Conference for the co-operation it has manifested 
in seeking to build up this activity of the Church along lines of enlistment 
and holding of members, the seeking after stated goals, the making clear 
of the purposes of religious education in the Sunday School and the training 
of officers and teachers through training classes, workers’ councils, insti- 
tutes, and the reading of good literature. During the coming year it is 
our purpose to continue to emphasize these things in every way open to us. 

We desire to give special emphasis to making the work of our District 
Sunday school organization effective, thus carrying out a provision of the 
Discipline. We look to this as a potential agency for the enlargement of 
our work. 

We wish to co-operate in making the Seaside Assembly more of a force 
for real service, if the authorities in charge continue their plans for another 
year. We invested $200 in this interest the past year. 

We commend most heartily the Lake Junaluska Training School, to 
be held next year, July 23rd to August 4th. The splendid success of this 
School last summer under the direction of our fellow-member, Rev. J. W. 
Shackford, who is rendering such a notable service to the entire Church as 
Superintendent of Teacher Training, gives us much pleasure. We urge 
our people to attend this School for workers in large numbers. The work 
there is genuinely educational, as well as inspirational. 

We would direct your attention to the joint action of the General Sunday 
School Board and the General Board of Education in recommending that 
certain courses in religious education be introduced into our educational 
institutions. We very much desire that our own schools and colleges 
shall provide as early as practicable for such courses for the training of our 
young men and women for future service in the Church. 

We endorse the recommendations of the General Sunday School Board, 
that our Sunday Schools be asked to aid in the program of food conservation, 
and that they be requested to make a special free will offering at Christmas 
time for Armenian and Syrian Relief, the same to be forwarded to Rev. 
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E. B. Chappell, Nashville, Tenn., he being in charge of the funds for this 
eause. 

We ask that the Conference continue to lay emphasis on the observance 
of Children’s Day, with the idea of securing the observance of that day in 
every school in the Conference as directed by the Discipline. We believe 
that the day may be made more educational, and the offering received on 
that day will thus be increased, and your Board thereby aided in the 
financing of its work. With increased funds from this source your Board 
feels that it will be able to enlarge the work it is now doing, and make it 
more capable of establishing this activity of the Church, so that it will 
more and more commend itself to the thinking and acting people in every 
community. 

Four volunteer workers have been appointed to serve under our Field 
Secretary, these to be known as Superintendents of Teacher Training, 
Organized Bible Classes, Elementary, and Home Department work. 

We recommend that the names and addresses of our Sunday school 
superintendents be printed in the Conference Annual. We believe that 
this list will be a valuable one for many reasons. 

We thank our General Sunday School Board for its co-operation during 
the year in so many ways, notably by sending into our territory general 
workers to assist our Field Secret ary. We had visits during the year from 
Rev. C. D. Bulla, Superintendent of Wesley Bible Class Work, Mr. J. M. 
Way, Divisional Field Secretary, and Miss Minnie E. Kennedy, Elementary 
Superintendent. We are grateful for the presence of our Sunday School 
Editor, Dr. E. B. Chappell, who is with us on this occasion. 

We wish to thank the Baltimore and Richmond Christian Advocate for 
the page devoted to Sunday School Work during the year, which page has 
been edited each week by our Field Secretary. 

We wish to thank the people of Toano charge, and especially the pastor, 
Rev. J. K. Walker, for the significant amount contributed to the work of 
this Board on Children’s Day; this charge with two schools reported a 
total of $100. Other charges did well also, and we have called attention to 
them in the current issue of the Advocate. 

Our Board feels that it has been exceediogly fortunate in the choice of a 
Field Secretary, Mr. M. W. Brabham, a layman whose gifts and training 
so well fit him to lead forward the Sunday School interests of our Con- 
ference on lines both thoroughgoing and constructive. Many of us have 
already come to know him and appreciate the valuable work he is doing. 
His services are at your disposal, and engagements for institutes may be 
made with him without cost to you, either through the presiding elders, or 
directly with his office. Those desiring to make such engagements Should 
endeavor to do so at least a month or more in advance. 

This Conference is potentially a great one for Sunday school work and 
achievement, but in reality much is yet to be done before we can be said to 
have “arrived” in a Sunday school way. May this year find us moving 
forward constructively, intelligently, energetically and enthusiastically, 
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with each school becoming more and more an institution dedicated to th« 
sacred task of winning and training in Christian service.

FIELD SECRETARY’S REPORT. 

I submit herewith my First Annual Report as Field Secretary of your 
Sunday School Board. 

This report will set forth the plans of the year just ending, and will also 
indicate the lines which I think the work should follow during the next 
Conference year. 

Plans for enlisting new members in the Sunday School: These sug- 
gestions have been given for the guidance of our workers in this field: 
Let the appeal for membership be based on information obtained through 
the taking of a religious census; this information placed in the hands 
of particular classes and committees, bearing in mind that the invitation 
must have a personal appeal and be founded on personal interest. This has 
been urged on the ground of effective work, the emphasis being on making 
the school draw by its own degree of genuine helpfulness to the community. 
Enlistment has been discouraged as an end in itself. I have endeavored to 
show that winning a new member is of no more importance than holding 
an old one. To hold members, membership must be made worth while; 
it must be made to stand for something. This means that our officers and 
teachers must be made to feel that a pupil has a right to demand something 
very definite in return for the investment of sixty or more minutes in the 
school. Good records, putting emphasis upon regularity, punctuality, 
giving systematically, home reading of the Bible, church attendance, 
together with a historical record providing for a continuous manifestation 
of interest in the pupil on such days as birthdays, promotions, and festivals 
of the Church, will do much to keep the pupil as an active member; especially 
in order to keep in close touch with the home through monthly or quarterly 
reports we should provide a good system of records. The home and com- 
munity must be kept actively in touch with the work of the school, partic- 
ularly its place as a contributor to the educational life of the pupil. It is 
only on this basis that members may be truly won and held in the school. 

The value and necessity of the school, and the Conference at large, having 
a definite goal toward which it shall work, has been a point which has been 
put forward in numerous ways. The task of the local school is the task of 
the Conference. A special thing to work for and to for the year, for the 
quarter, and for each month, is imperative. To really arrive anywhere we 
must move; but this is not more important than to know clearly toward 
what we are moving. The boast of a school that it continues in session 
throughout the year is small comfort, unless the school knows what it is 
meeting for, and is striving to reach the desired goal. The Standard of 
Efficiency has been held before our people as one thing to be guided by. 
This Standard, if correctly interpreted, may be the means of bringing about 
a number of most desirable things. This is especialty true when coupled 
with the extra-standards as promoted by the several departments of our 
General Sunday School Board. I find a very faulty understanding of w T hat 
it really means to reach the Standard, and a fresh interpretation of it seems 
▼ery necessary in most communities. But the Standard is not all; it has 
been worth while, I think, to try to bring the superintendent, the teacher. 
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and each organized class, to see that certain specific things should be 
undertaken at times which seem to be more favorable than others for such 
steps. A definite goal for each worker, for each season of the year, is not 
too much to hope for as the task to be accepted. 

Instruction is the third point which has received attention as a part of a 
definite plan for our work. This has involved many discussions of the re- 
lative value of the International Uniform Lessons and the International 
Graded Lessons. It is hardly necessary for me to say that I am urging 
the use of the Graded Lessons invariably; but this urging is done with 
certain qualifications, such as the putting in of this course only in part to 
begin with, rather than an attempt to put them in throughout the school 
at once. 

Instruction has had coupled with it, in no minor or unimportant manner, 
the urgent need for better equipment. It is deplorable as a matter of re- 
ligious education, when we see thousands of dollars invested without know- 
ledge of the true ways for meeting the needR of our Sunday school members. 
No building should be erected in this day which ignores the departmental 
ideal of Sunday School architecture; many buildings are forty years out of 
date before they are completed or dedicated. This means that I have 
urged graded worship as well as graded instruction. 

But the matter of instruction involves other things also. Instruction 
determines the present and future attitudes of our people toward the great 
interests of the Church and Nation. Missions, temperance, proper apprecia- 
tion of sacred things; attitude toward Church membership, education, and 
the benevolences of the Church, these and other things must be considered 
as a vital part of our program of instruction. 

Training is the fourth thing which has claimed my attention as a part of 
the definite plan for our work. The Workers' Council meeting each month 
with clear cut ideas to be discussed; the attendance upon institutes such 
as those at Virginia Beach and Lake Junaluska, as well as the smaller 
gatherings to which reference will be made; the reading of good books 
bearing particularly upon the work of the Church School, and finally the 
highly-important matter of the Standard Teacher Training Course for 
officers and teachers, both present and potential; these things have been 
exalted, exhibited and urged. This latter subject in a special sense has 
been presented as an item which must have a specific place in our definite 
plan. 

Teacher Training depends on the leader. This leader must not depend 
on mere goodness to hold a class in a study of this kind. In the first place, 
the selection of the class membership will determine the initial success or 
failure of the plan. We are urging especially that pastors themselves take 
the course now offered, even if perchance they have taken more than its 
equivalent many times. We have not declared in any case that the pastor 
should lead the class himself, but we have emphatically declared that he 
should take the course, and also that it is to him that the Church looks to 
see that the class is formed and carried on. The class of young people 
meeting at the Sunday School hour has been promoted as the most hopeful 
plan of success in the local school. We have also indicated the value of 
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the present books to those already at work as officers and teachers, and have 
not undervalued the opportunity for an individual to take the course by 
correspondence, if he had not access to a class. 

The particular place of the Church School and College in the direct 
training of young men and women has been magnified in every possible 
manner. While most of these are giving some very fine instruction in the 
study of the Bible and general psychology and pedagogy, our denomination 
in Virginia can not yet proclaim any distinct work for the training of Sunday 
School workers in keeping with the plans of our General Sunday School 
Board. This is a work we must endeavor to advance. 

These four things have constituted the definite plans for the year : s work: 
Enlistment and holding; a Stated Goal; Instruction; and Training. And in 
them all, the place which evangelism should hold has received decided 
emphasis. 

In our endeavor to get these things before our workers there have been 
several plans followed. Correspondence with certain literature enclosed, 
personal interviews, a weekly page in the Baltimore-Richmond Christian 
Advocate, and the various types of conferences and institutes; these have 
been carried on regularly throughout the year. The institutes have been 
particularly emphasized, and have been well attended in most instances. 
That you might be acquainted with the nature of these meetings, I briefly 
set forth a description of several types. 

There has been the institute for a single school. This is frequently of one 
day’s duration. Many of these have been held through the week, while 
every Sunday has been engaged in one type of work or another. These 
one-day meetings would usually mean a gathering of from ten to five hundred 
people; for the purposes of our work, usually better results have been ob- 
tained with a limited attendance, rather than a picnic gathering. In this 
meeting, as in others, discussions, open conferences, and informal talks 
prevailed, rather than the address. 

Then we have had the one-to-three-days’ circuit gathering, where the 
workers of several schools came together in a country church, and other 
speakers took part, in the program. The North Mecklenburg circuit seems 
to have worked out a good plan in observing every fifth Sunday as Sunday 
School Conference day, the meetings alternating with the several schools 
of the charge. The Circuit Standard is particularly worth while, and seems 
to be getting good results in this as well as other charges; it is an adaptation 
of the Standard of Efficiency in very practical ways. 

The City Institute has been of much interest and apparently of value- 
Three-day meetings were held in Norfolk, Portsmouth, Newport News, 
Suffolk; a six-day meeting was held in Richmond. In each of these a high 
type of work was undertaken. We had the assistance of such workers as 
Miss Minnie E. Kennedy, Mr. J. M. Way, Miss Nannie Lee Frayser, Dr. Day, 
Dr. Crooks, and others, in several of these gatherings. The way seems 
to be open for a higher or more advanced type of work next year than the 
past. Text book work will be emphasized more and more, and the opening 
for Teacher Training Classes will thereby be made easier. 

Rivermont Avenue in Lynchburg has carried on for two years a splendid 
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type of school, devoting an entire week in September to the work, and thus 
opening the fall campaign. Text book work has characterized this meeting 
in part both years, and with much enthusiastic success. 

The District Sunday School Institute, which has been so successful in 
some other Conferences, has not yet made its way in the Virginia Conference, 
although two Districts have held such meetings this year, and in each in- 
stance the attendance and interest were of the best. These were in the 
Eastern Shore and Rappahannock Districts; the way seems to be open for 
others during the coming year. Personally I am looking to this District 
work to loom larger and larger as the work goes on. The possibilities of the 
District organization are vast, and that they can be made to succeed has 
been demonstrated beyond the shadow of a doubt. I do not speak from 
hearsay, or even from observation, but from personal experience. 

The Virginia Beach Assembly deserves more success than has yet attended 
the efforts of Secretary Butts and his co-laborers. There are many reasons 
why this work should continue to be supported by this Board. The Sunday 
School program this year was one unsurpassed by that of any other such 
gathering in Virginia or elsewhere. The attendance was small, too small 
for the investment. With the development of the District Sunday School 
organization to undergird the larger movement, success seems to be inevi- 
table. 

Not ail that I had hoped for has been accomplished during the year. 
Not all of the year has it been so easy to continue optimistic. But I feel 
that the way has been at least opened for your Board to do a larger work, 
and I trust that it may be so. 

The engagements of the past year have been made for the most part 
directly with pastors, although in several Districts a number of engagements 
were made for me by the presiding elder. The map which I have used to 
indicate where meetings of one type and another have been held, will readily 
show that some sections of the Conference have seemed to desire my services 
more than others, or else it was more clearly understood in some Districts 
than in others that I was available for institute work. I have accepted the 
invitations in the order in which they came; practically all the year I have 
had more invitations than I could accept. 

During the next Conference year I trust that the work of this Board may 
be to lay increased emphasis upon the things undertaken the past year, 
and if the time should seem ripe, that the Wesley Bible Class forces of the 
Conference may be brought together in a federation, such as has been held 
in other Conferences of the connection. The Lake Junaluska Training 
School should have a larger patronage from this Conference. And if the 
Virginia Beach Assembly is continued, the Sunday School workers must be 
made to see the importance of attending such a gathering. 

I would like to recommend the appointment of four volunteer workers, 
one to serve as Superintendent of Teacher Training; one to serve as Super- 
intendent of Elementary Work; one to serve as Superintendent of Organized 
Bible Classes; and one to serve as Superintendent of Home Department 
work. If you do not feel that you are in position to do this now, I would 
be glad for you to give me authority to name these during the year. These 
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workers would be under the direction of the Field Secretary’s office, and 
would be correlated with the District organization. 

I suggest that you discontinue the nominal appointment of District offi- 
cers, and allow these to be elected by the District Sunday School Conference 
where such meetings are held, or by the Field Secretary in conjunction 
with the presiding elder and members of this Board residing within the 
District. 

We must grow with the work, and the work is growing rapidly. This 
Conference has greater undeveloped possibilities in a Sunday school way 
than any I have known. It must now put the emphasis where it belongs, 
and where it has not hitherto been put with any great degree of enthusiasm 
or earnestness; namely, on the well-equipped and well-developed Sunday 
School; and when this has been done in a large and commanding manner, the 
interests of God’s Kingdom will surely prosper, and there will be a steady 
growth from within, which means that God is ruling and guiding in all our 
affairs, and that the Church will be a thing in livest contact with life and 
pulsating with tremendous throbs of character-building and training.

EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

Dr. John M. Moore, secretary of the Home Department of the Board of 
Missions, says: “The Epworth League still holds the first place among the 
agencies of the church for the winning, training and developing of the young 
people for the highest expression of their religious lives. It has been 
neglected, discredited, and in some places disbanded because it demanded 
direction, nurturing and sympathetic support.” 

Careful statistics of six Conferences show that in ten years over fifty per 
cent, of the young people who profess religion are lost to our Church. This 
takes no account of the appalling loss to the Church of those who drift out 
of the Sunday school, without having ever made a profession of religion. 
Sociability, friendship and love are mighty factors in winning men to God, 
and the Church without these essential qualities must languish and die. 
The necessity of methods for conserving the young life of the Church and 
turning its powers into channels of service is more real and urgent today 
than ever before in the history of the Church. 

Can we afford to do without the League? The Bishops and General Con- 
ference have answered this question, and have made it our duty to give a 
fair trial to this very important branch of the work. It is now three years 
since the Epworth League work in the Virginia Conference was reorganized, 
and Mr. R. B. Proctor was elected president of the Epworth League Confer- 
ence. Its advance since that time has been wonderful. There were then 
54 Leagues in the Conference, and these were without much life. We 
report this year 110. 

In three years’ time, through the agency of the Virginia Conference 
Leagues, 85 volunteers have been enrolled for the ministry, or for mission- 
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ary work in the home or foreign fields. Over one thousand dollars has 
been raised this year by the Leagues of our Conference for the African 
Special. 

We recommend: 

1. That every pastoral charge shall have a representative at the next 
Epworth League Conference in June, 1918. 

2. That presiding elders lay stress upon the League work in Quarterly 
and District Conferences. 

3. That every pastor enter heartily into the “Big Drive,” the purpose of 
which is to have a League in every church by April 1, 1918.

BIBLE SOCIETY BOARD. 

The American Bible Society is recognized by all the evangelical churches 
in this country, and by their missionaries in all countries, as an institution 
which is doing a work essential to the enterprises of the Church of our 
common Master. It should be unnecessary to remind the preachers and 
members of these churches that the work of the Society should be appre- 
ciated and encouraged. While there is evidence of a growing interest, we 
feel that the work of the Society is not supported as it should be. 

Since our last report, our nation has been forced into the great world-war. 
Thousands of our men have entered the training camps, or have gone to the 
front. They have left their homes, and the restraining influences connected 
with them. They are being subjected to peculiar temptations. They have 
always needed the Bible, but never more so than now. Realizing this, 
the American Bible Society, besides providing for the distribution of the 
thousands of copies of the Word of God through other agencies, has agreed 
to grant 1,000,000 copies of the New Testament to the National War Work 
Council of the Young Men’s Christian Association, for distribution among 
our soldiers. 

For the purpose of furnishing the Scriptures to our soldiers the Society 
is incurring obligations extending into thousands of dollars. To meet these 
it has decided to make an intensive campaign to raise an emergency fund of 
not less than $400,000. The Society expects, and it has a right to ask, a 
hearty response from the churches, and such co-operation of the pastors as 
will insure the raising of this amount. 

While the American Bible Society is putting special emphasis upon its 
war work at this time, it is not neglecting its regular work at home and 
abroad. The upheaval caused by this world-war is producing changes in 
the minds of men everywhere. Never before in the world’s history has there 
been a greater need for the distribution of the Word of God, that in the re- 
construction to follow the war the nations of the earth may not be worse 
but better. 

We offer the following recommendations: 

1. That all our pastors be urged to assist in the campaign to be made in 
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December, to raise the emergency war-fund for the American Bible Society. 

2. That the pastors of the various charges of our Conference be, and they 
are hereby, urged to take the regular collection for the American Bible 
Society as early in the year as possible.

MEMORIALS TO THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

REPORT NO. 1.

Your Committee on Memorials to the General Conference has had before 
it memorials submitted by John B. Winn and others, to which careful attention 
has been given, and concerning which the following report is respectfully 
submitted: 

Memorial 1. — Resolved , That the Virginia Conference memorialize the 
General Conference so to change the law of our Church as to require that dele- 
gates to the District Conference shall be elected by those members of the 
Church Conference who are over 18 years of age. We recommend con- 
currence. 

[The committee’s recommendation was adopted. — Editor Annual.! 

Memorial 2. — Resolved, That we, the Virginia Conference, memorialize the 
General Conference to amend section 5 of chapter 9 of the Discipline by 
adding the following paragraph: 

Question : What shall be done when a member of our Church complains of a 
preacher, with the purpose of preventing his return for another year to the 
charge which he is serving? 

Answer: When a member of our Church makes complaint of a preacher 
with the purpose of preventing his return for another year to the charge which 
he is serving, the member making the complaint shall deliver to the preacher 
against whom it is made a written statement of the complaint, at least two 
weeks before the meeting of the Annual Conference. If the complaint be 
made during the session of the Annual Conference, the member making the 
complaint shall deliver to the preacher against whom it is made a written 
statement of the complaint before it is made to the Bishop or the presiding 
elder. If any member shall complain of a preacher, with the purpose of 
preventing his return for another year to the charge which he is serving, 
and shall fail to deliver to the preacher against whom the complaint is made a 
written statement of the complaint as herein provided, he shall make himself 
liable to the charge of an attempt to injure a brother, and shall be dealt with 
as in the case of immorality. 

We recommend that the word “immorality” be stricken out, and in its 
place the words “improper words, tempers and actions” be substituted, and 
thus amended we recommend concurrence.

of the Boards so elected shall be members of the Annual Conference. 

As so amended the committee recommends concurrence.

III. Memorial signed by Manning Hank and J. Franklin Carey: 

Resolved , That the Virginia Annual Conference respectfully memorialize 
the General Conference to give careful consideration to the problem of the 
Rural Church under present-day conditions, and to enact such legislation as 
it may deem wise or necessary to improve the efficiency of the Church in the 
rural communities. 

The committee recommends concurrence.

IV. Memorial signed by Lee G. Crutchfield and others: 

Resolved, That the Virginia Annual Conference memorialize the General 
Conference to establish a rural church department, either in conjunction 
with the Department of Home Missions, or in any other way it may deem 
proper. 

The committee recommends non-concurrence.

V. Memorial signed by E. H. Rowe and J. B. Winn: 

Resolved (1) — That the Virginia Conference memorializes the General 
Conference to create a commission of five or more ministers for investigations 
and studies and recommendations for such a reform in the modem system of 
education as will remedy its fundamental defect, by giving the spiritual 
nature of man a place in the curriculum of at least as much prominence as 
the intellectual, and if they find that questions of Church and State or of 
denominational differences seem to raise an insuperable obstacle, which we 
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do not believe will be so in a final analysis and true settlement of this great 
question, that they then take up the problem of formulating such a curri- 
culum for the schools of the Church, inasmuch as the Church has its own 
schools from University down, and that in this curriculum provision shall be 
made for that branch of education known as Development as distinguished 
from Instruction, and that it be specially provided that the education of the 
spiritual nature shall be taken up at the same time as that of the intellectual, 
when the child begins its A, B, C’s, and that it shall continue, co-ordinate, 
to the end of the course; 

Resolved (2) — That the Methodist Episcopal Church and all other denom- 
inations be requested to co-operate by the creation of like commissions of 
ministers on spiritual education. 

The committee recommends non-concurrence. 

{The recommendation of the committee was adopted. — Editor Annual.] 

VI. Memorial from the Norfolk District Conference requesting the Annual 
Conference to memorialize the General Conference to “enact such legislation 
as will place the selection of localities for churches and parsonages in the 
hands of an impartial commission, that shall consider carefully all features of 
the situation, and decide upon such locations as will produce the best results 
for the growth and development of the churches and the spread of the Gospel.” 

Your committee recommends non-concurrence, and gives as the reason 
therefor paragraph 443 of the Discipline. 

[The recommendation of the committee was adopted. — Editor Annual.] 

VII. A memorial which reads as follows and signed by W. W. Royall, 
Lee G. Crutchfield and L. J. Phaup: “ Resolved , that the Virginia Conference 
memorialize the General Conference so to change the Discipline as to make 
the word “layman” wherever used in the law to include women, thereby 
allowing them to sit as lay members of the General, Annual and Quarterly 
Conferences, and to hold office as stewards and trustees.” 

Your committee recommends non-concurrence.

VIII. A memorial from E. H. Powell, C. F. Comer and others, which reads 
as follows: 

We, the Virginia Annual Conference, memorialize the General Conference 
to so amend our laws as that our ministers graduating from our theological 
seminaries — either from the English Theological department, or those taking 
the B. D. or S. T. D. Course — and presenting the certificate of graduation, 
this to be accepted in lieu of the courses of study both for the local and traveling 
ministry. And that the same be ordained local elders on being duly recom- 
mended. The Committee recommends non-concurrence.

IX. A memorial from E. H. Powell, C. H. Comer and others, which reads 
as follows: 

We, the Virginia Annual Conference, memorialize the General Conference 
to so change the laws of our Church that any unordained minister in charge of 
any appointment be authorized to administer the sacrament of the Lord’s 
Supper. 

The committee recommends non-concurrence.

X. A memorial from J. C. Parker, Frank Talbott and others, which reads 
ms follows: 

The Virginia Annual Conference hereby memorializes the General Con- 
ference to make such changes in the Discipline as will require the stewards 
of a pastoral charge to be elected by the Church Conference, in accordance 
with such regulations as the General Conference may prescribe. 

The committee recommends concurrence. 

[The Conference rejected the committee’s recommendation, and non-con- 
curred in the Memorial. — Editor Annual.] 

XI. A memorial signed by W. A. Christian, J. K. Jolliff, B. F. Lipscomb, 
H. E. Johnson and S. L. Dumville, reading as follows: 

Resolved, That the Virginia Conference memorialize the General Con- 
ference to remove the time limit from the pastorate. 

We recommend concurrence.

XII. Memorial signed by James Cannon, Jr., E. H. Rawlings, W. B. 
Beauchamp, Frank Talbott and John O. Moss, as follows: 

The Virginia Conference hereby memorializes the General Conference to 
take the following action: 

1. To divide the whole Church into Episcopal Districts, said Districts to 
be compact, and to be composed as far as possible of Conferences contiguous 
one to another. 

2. To assign the Bishops to the Districts thus constituted for residential 
supervision for the ensuing quadrennium, the College of Bishops to deter- 
mine the presidents of the several Annual Conferences as at present, w T ith 
the proviso, that such presidency shall begin thirty days preceding the 
meeting of an Annual Conference, and shall terminate thirty days after the 
adjournment of said Conference, the Conference during the remainder of the 
year to be under the supervision of the Bishop in whose district it is located^ 

3. To require that each Bishop make quadrennially a written report of his 
administration of the Conferences composing the District over which he 
exercises residential supervision, such reports to be presented to the General 
Conference at an early stage of the session, and published as are the reports 
of the various connectional officers. 

4. To require that Bishops in charge of Annual Conferences call the pre- 
siding elders of each of these Conferences together at some convenient place 
as early as practicable after the session of said Conferences, to confer with 
them concerning the needs of the field, and the plans for work for the ensuing 
Conference year. 

5. To require that Bishops assigned to reside in Districts in the foreigm 
field shall spend not less than one-half of their time on the Mission field. 

We recommend concurrence.

“To be present as far as practicable at the first and fourth Quarterly 
Conferences, and call together the members of the Quarterly Conference, 
over which he shall preside; or he may appoint a traveling elder to preside at 
the second and third Quarterly Conferences, and in the absence of the pre- 
siding elder and the traveling elder so appointed, the preacher in charge shall 
preside. It shall also be understood that the presiding elder shall take 
advantage of the opportunity thus accorded him, to direct his energies to 
the parts of his District which in his judgment stand most in need of his 
leadership; and furthermore, it shall be his duty to initiate and carry forward 
aggressive plans and movements for the development of the spiritual forces 
in his District.” 

The committee recommends concurrence.

PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

It is with general satisfaction that your committee has reviewed the exhibit 
presented by our Publishing House for the fiscal year ending February 2S, 1917. 
More than a million, one hundred and forty thousand dollars in business was 
done, which is an increase over last year of Sill, 573. 60. The net profits of 
the year were $144,509.82 and our present capital amounted to $1,646,224.09. 
In this yearly growth the Richmond Branch has had the largest proportionate 
share. Recalling the increased cost of printing, this exhibit is all the more 
creditable. 

Some of our publications, namely, the Methodist Quarterly Review, the 
Christian Advocate and the Epworth Era, have not paid expenses; while our 
own Conference organ, the Baltimore and Richmond Christian Advocate, 
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has been able to maintain itself with no little difficulty. This situation is 
due largely to the limited circulation which these papers now have, the large 
number of unpaid subscriptions which are carried, and the unusual cost of 
production. Remembering how necessary these periodicals are to the success 
of our work, we should give more earnest heed to their wider circulation and 
adequate maintenance. 

We offer for your adoption the following resolutions: 

1. That we commend to our preachers and laymen all our periodicals and 
publications, calling attention particularly to our Conference organ, and 
urge that greater diligence be given to their wider circulation. 

2. That we express it as our opinion that our next General Conference 
should make the Annual Conference Committee on Publishing Interests a 
quadrennial body, to be known as the Board of Publications, and that some 
more definite measures should be adopted to circulate our Church papers. 

3. That, in the event of the death, disability or resignation of the editor 
of the Conference Annual in the interim of the Conference, the Joint Board 
of Finance be hereby instructed to select an editor to prepare and publish 
the next edition of the Annual at the earliest possible date thereafter. 

4. That we recommend the appointment of Rev. James Cannon, Jr., as 
editor of the Baltimore and Richmond Christian Advocate, Rev. J. S. Hunter, 
as Field Agent of our Publishing House, and the re-election of Rev. J. T. 
Whitley as editor of the Conference Annual with a compensation of $100, 
and instruction to publish 3,000 copies of the Annual.

TEMPERANCE AND OTHER SOCIAL REFORMS 



We submit our report in the form of a series of resolutions, as follows: 

1. That we rejoice in the unparalleled progress which has been made in 
the work of social reform; in a “dry” Capital of our great Nation; in the barring 
of liquor advertising of every form from the United States mail, whether in 
great metropolitan dailies or in circular form, when such advertising is 
intended to circulate in “dry” territory; in the prohibition of interstate ship- 
ments of liquor for beverage purposes from “wet” into “dry” territory; 
in the prohibition of the sale of intoxicating liquors to the uniformed soldiers 
and sailors in the United States army and navy; in the law passed to protect 
the soldiers from impurity and vice; in the prohibition of the manufacture of 
foodstuffs into distilled spirits; in the appropriations which have been made 
by Congress to provide for the recreation and moral welfare of the soldiers 
through the Commission on Training Camp Activities; in the splendid work 
which is being done with the approval of the Government in the army and 
navy camps by the Young Men’s Christian Association, for the physical, 
intellectual and moral welfare of the soldiers both in our own country and in 
the countries of Europe; in the passage by the Senate of the United States 
by a sweeping majority of the resolution providing for the submission of the 
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Constitutional Prohibition Amendment to the several States for ratification. 
Finally, we rejoice in the fact that since our last Conference the Mapp Pro- 
hibition Law has been thoroughly tested, and it is the hope and the belief 
of our people that the partnership of the State of Virginia with the legalized 
liquor traffic has been dissolved never to be renewed. To-day public officials, 
including the Governor of the Commonwealth, Judges of the Courts, police 
officials, leading bankers, manufacturers, merchants, farmers, pastors, fathers, 
mothers, wives and children unite in emphatic testimony that both the 
material and the moral welfare of the Commonwealth of Virginia has been 
promoted by the Mapp Prohibition Law, even beyond the predictions or 
expectations of its most ardent supporters. The number of convictions for 
penitentiary offenses has been reduced from 608 in the nine months from 
January 1, 1916, to October 1, 1916, to 307 in the nine months from January 
1, 1917, to October 1, 1917. The number of persons in jail in October, 
1916, was 3,134; in July, 1917, the number was 1,646. These figures indicate 
a reduction of fifty per cent, in the criminal cases in our courts, and the report 
of the State Auditor shows a great decrease in the amount of criminal expenses. 
Such results and such testimony have confounded the predictions of our 
enemies, and have paralyzed any open organized opposition to the repeal of 
our Prohibition Law. We hereby congratulate the Anti-Saloon League of 
Virginia upon the splendid results which have followed from the operation of 
the Mapp Law. 

2. We heartily commend the public officials of the Commonwealth, who, 
under the able leadership of the Commissioner of Prohibition, Rev. J. Sidney 
Peters, have so faithfully administered the provisions of the Mapp Law. 
We hereby petition the next General Assembly of Virginia to correct any 
defects which may have become manifest in the administration of the Law, 
strengthening it in such particulars as may be necessary to secure the most 
efficient enforcement possible; and we furthermore urge that the appropriation 
by the State for the strict enforcement of the law be made adequate so that 
the “moonshiners” and the “blind tigers” may be banished from our State, 
and the lovers of liquor more than the lovers of law may be unable to secure 
intoxicants contrary to the law of the State; and we pledge our hearty co- 
operation with the Anti-Saloon League of Virginia in its advocacy of such 
amendments to the law. 

3. That, while we pledge to the Government of the United States all possible 
co-operation in the carrying out of its policies and plans for the conservation 
of foodstuffs and other needed supplies and resources, we must express most 
emphatically our opinion that the welfare of our country requires the com- 
plete abolition of the use of foodstuffs in the manufacture of beer and wine, 
as well as in the matter of spirituous liquors; and we most respectfully, but 
earnestly, urge the President of the United States to exercise forthwith the 
authority conferred upon him by Congress to prevent the further waste of 
foodstuffs by breweries and wineries and other manufactories of intoxicants. 
We believe that such action on the part of the President would meet with the 
approval of the great majority of the citizens of our country, and would not 
only prevent the waste of needed food supplies, but would greatly increase 
the efficiency of our people in the growing of crops and in the manufacture 
of supplies necessary for the successful prosecution of the war. 
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4. That we rejoice at the patriotic response of our young men to the call 
of the country to fight the battles of freedom and righteousness. We 
believe that these choice young men should receive not only food and clothing 
and as many comforts as can be afforded them while they are performing 
their duty to their country and to the world, but that they should be pro- 
tected and safe-guarded so far as possible from the temptations to dissipation 
and vice which are so common to the camp life. While we shall sorrow for all 
of our soldiers who go to the battle-field never to return; if they die honorably, 
fighting for righteousness on the field of battle, we shall feel that they have 
given their lives for a holy cause. But if they shall return to us having con- 
tracted the appetite for strong drink, or shamefully diseased, we shall be 
horribly humiliated by their downfall. We, therefore, most earnestly call 
upon the President and upon the War and Navy Departments of the United 
States, to impress upon our allies that, while the people of this country are 
willing to give freely of our money, and of our sons to the winning of this war, 
we cannot agree to lay the sobriety and the virtue of our manhood as an 
offering upon the continental altars of drunkenness and vice. We urge the 
adoption of such regulations for the Army and Navy outside of the United 
States as will give to our men equal protection to that which they have at our 
home in the cantonments and naval bases of our own country. 

5. That copies of resolutions three and four be sent to the President of the 
United States, and that copies of resolution four be sent also to the Secretary 
of War and to the Secretary of the Navy, and that a copy of both resolutions 
be sent to the Legislative Committee of the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
with a request that said Committee put forth every possible effort to secure 
the results desired by this body as indicated in the said resolutions. 

6. That the thanks of this body are hereby tendered to the Senators and 
Congressmen from Virginia, who have supported the splendid program of 
legislation which has been passed by Congress within the past twelve months; 
and we furthermore earnestly petition the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Virginia to support the resolution for the submission of the 
Constitutional Prohibition Amendment. 

7. That in the event of the passage by the National House of Representa- 
tives of the resolution to submit the National Prohibition Amendment to 
the several States, the Anti-Saloon League of Virginia is hereby requested to 
urge the General Assembly of Virginia to vote to ratify said Amendment at 
the earliest possible date, so that the example of Virginia may encourage and 
stimulate similar prompt action by other States, and thus secure within a 
few years the dissolution of the partnership of our great Nation with the 
legalized liquor traffic. 

8. That we congratulate the National Anti-Saloon League upon the splendid 
work which it has done during the past twelve months, and we pledge to it 
our hearty support in the carrying out of its program for a “dry” America. 
In view of the meeting of the biennial Convention of the National Anti-Saloon 
League in the City of Washington, December 11-13, we request as many 
of our preachers and laymen as can possibly do so to attend, so that Virginia 
may be fully represented in that great gathering. 

9. That we rejoice to learn that the debt of the Anti-Saloon League of 
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Virginia has been reduced from $9,000 to $2,500, and we pledge our co- 
operation with the officers of the League in the wiping out of the balance of 
the debt, and in the maintenance of a strong organization for the enforcement 
of our Prohibition laws, for the ratification of the Constitutional Amendment 
by the Legislature of Virginia, and for active co-operation with the National 
League in carrying on the National work. 

10. We hereby request the Presiding Bishop to appoint James Cannon, Jr., 
Superintendent of the Anti-Saloon League of Virginia; J. Sidney Peters, 
Commissioner of Prohibition of Virginia, and J. D. McAlister, Superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League of Tennessee.

In presenting our Fifteenth Annual Report, we desire first to record our 
heartfelt gratitude to the God of the widow and the fatherless for the unfailing 
providential care and keeping with which He has constantly upheld our 
efforts to father and mother the destitute children committed to our charge. 

We are now in position to care for 156 inmates, the largest number in our 
history, and by the time the price of building materials returns to anything 
like normal conditions, we expect to have in hand funds to add still further 
to our capacity. 

Several of the children have made profession of faith and united with our 
Church. 

Our well has been condemned and we are now using city water. The 
health of the children has been as good as usual up to the last six months, 
but we report with profoundest regret the death at the orphanage in June of 
a new boy who had been in the institution less than a month. This is our 
first experience of the kind since the institution has been in existence. 

The Guardian, your orphanage organ, continues its good work. By order 
of the directors of The Guardian Publishing Company, the sum of S898.92, 
profits on the popular little monthly for the past year, has been paid over to 
the treasury of the orphanage. We have sustained a great loss this year in 
the lamented death of Bro. W. E. Woody, our Guardian Editor, whose wise 
eounsel and most efficient help have made our paper so large a success. We 
rejoice that we have obtained the voluntary services of Rev. Graham H. 
Lambeth, D. D., as acting Editor, who will assume charge of the paper with 
the January issue, and who has kindly offered to do this work for us on the 
same terms as Brother Woody, who never would consent to receive a penny 
for his efficient services. 

The printing plant is justifying its existence. The books will show a fair 
profit for the year’s work. Two of our boys have passed through this de- 
partment and hold self-supporting positions in other printing establishments. 
Court Street Church, which donated the thousand dollars with which we 
inaugurated this work, has been good enough to include in her yearly bugdet 
for 1917 and 1918 the sum of five hundred dollars, as an annual special for 
this department. 

In our school, which now reaches up to the 10th grade, we have four English 
teachers, one teacher of typewriting and stenography with 7 scholars, 12 
girls are learning to play the piano, 3 boys are in the printing office, one boy 
looks after the heating plant, 7 attend to our laundry, 2 are regularly employed 
on the farm, 6 boys attend the Mechanics’ Institute, and 4 girls are students 
at Blackstone College for Girls. 

The Board of Trustees and the Virginia Conference Orphanage have suffered 
a grievous loss this year in the death of Rev. Lewis B. Betty, one of our 
most faithful ministers, and a charter member of our Board and of our 
Executive Committee. Always in his place as we assembled together, wise 
to his suggestions, carrying constantly on his heart and mind the best wel-

faro of our children, his genial, gentlemanly and brotherly fellowship will be 
sadly missed. 

Your board desires to incorporate in its report the following: 

The Cod whom we love and serve, in the exercise of His infinite wisdom 
and authority, has seen fit to transfer from the toils and responsibilities of 
this life to the joys and rewards of the home beyond our faithful and beloved 
brother Rev. Lewis B. Betty. As a member of our Board Brother Betty 
was prompt, faithful and conscientious in the discharge of every duty. In 
the solution of problems and the decision of important questions, such as we 
often found it necessary to consider with much care and deliberation, his 
wise counsel and timely advice were always valuable and helpful. He 
loved our orphanage and was ever ready tosdo most cheerfully and gladly 
whatever was thought best to promote its highest interests. We shall miss 
him. His kindly manner, his gentle, amiable spirit, and his words of hope- 
fulness and encouragement, we shall no longer enjoy by his presence with 
us; but in memory these and like qualities possessed by our brother will 
linger long with us as a precious heritage. In view of the facts stated, we 
offer for adoption the following* 

1. Resolved , That, while we recognize our loving Lord as the Author and 
Giver of life, and feel that He only has the right to take it away, and while 
we bow with humble submission to His will, yet we feel most keenly the death 
of our brother. 

2. Resolved , That we tender the bereaved family our sincere sympathy 
and the assurance of our prayers, that the Lord of all grace may minister 
unto them comfort and consolation. 

3. Resolved , That this preamble and resolutions be spread upon our minutes, 
and a copy transmitted to the family of our deceased brother. 

We present to the Conference for confirmation, the name of Arthur B. 
Sharpe as Trustee in the place of Rev. L. B. Betty, deceased. 

We respectfully request our presiding Bishop to appoint Rev. J. Wiley 
Bledsoe as Conference Orphanage Agent, and Arthur B. Sharpe as Orphanage 
Superintendent.

REPORT OF PREACHERS’ RELIEF SOCIETY ON CONFERENCE 

ENDOWMENT FUND. 



On the 5th day of January last six members of the Board of Directors 
of the Preachers’ Relief Society and seven members of the Co-operative 
Board met in the city of Richmond, to consider the matter of the raising of 
the $500,000 Endowment Fund committed to these Boards at the last Con- 
ference. After full discussion and interchange of views, E. G. Moseley was 
appointed Publicity Agent, and W. W. Vicar, J. T. Catlin, J. P. Pettyjohn, 
J- H. Gray and Rev. J. C. Reed, the Executive Committee called for in the 
tentative plan. This committee was authorized to engage the services of a 
Field Secretary or Agent when a suitable man can be found for the work. 

The Executive Committee, thus named, has reported to the Board, that 
during the year it had, in conference and by correspondence, sought the type 
of man needed for this great task, but as yet they have not been able to enlist 
him in our service. 

In the meantime the war is here with its ever-increasing demand for large 
expenditures of money, as well as men; and if we were ready to start the cam* 
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paign tomorrow we should not do so, believing as we do that these emergent, 
preeminent claims should have the right of way in these times of stress and 
strain. In this conclusion we have the hearty concurrence of all the members 
of the Co-operative Board whom we have been able to consult on the subject. 

If the Conference approve this course, we shall be glad to go on in the 
perfecting of the plans for the raising of this great fund; but if the Conference 
is of the opinion that the movement should be launched at once, we shall 
bow to its judgment and leave the matter for such action as the body may 
deem it wise to take.
